Victory was denied the Irish, al- 
though they once were Only three 
anc a half yards from a touch 
cown, but there was plenty of 
giory in holding a team which 
hadn't known defeat since a bleak 
December day in 1943 when Navy 
outgunned them at West Point, 
13 to 0. 


The tie snapped Armp’s brilliant 
Victory string at 25—one of the 
greatest in intercollegiate history 
—bDbut it left the Cadets with a 
fighting chance to win the mythi- 
cai national championship for the 
third vear in a row. 


It was a heart-breaking out- 
come for both teams which fought 
their hearts out before a crowd of 
nearly 74,000 packing Yankee 
Stadium to capacity for this foot 
ball battle of the century. 


They fought so hard that in the 
closing moments both teams were 
willing tt) settie for a tie.

Rents, Rice, 


Sugar Only 
Controlled 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 9—(UP) 
President Truman Saturday 
junked all wage controls and all 
OPA price controls except those 
on rents, rice and sugar, return- 
ing the nation to a virtually free 
economy for the first time since 
April, 1941. 

Mr. Truman’s action, effective 
immediately, came four days aft- 
er the nation’s voters swept a Re- 
publican Congress into office. The 
Republicans campaigned hard for 
removal of controls. 

“IT am convinced the tiene has 
come when these controls can 
serve no useful purpose,” Mr. Tru- 
man said. 

“There is no virtue in control 
for control’s sake.” 

OPA officials said the junking 
of price controls would bring 
some price increase as high as 
100 percent. 

Price Administrator Paul Por- 
ter is expected to resign and re- 
turn to his former job as Chair- 
man of the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission. 

To a reporter, however, -Porter 
said, “I have absolutely no com- 
ment on whether I am going to 
resign or whether I am not go- 
ing to resign.” 

Mr. Truman’s action frees 
prices on such basic commodities 
as steel, coal, rubber, textiles, 
building materials, clothing, au- 
tomobiles and furniture. Most 
foods already had been freed 
from price ceilings in the decon- 
trol spree of the past three weeks. 

The release of building materi- 
als, Mr. Truman said, will neces- 
sitate a change in the approach 
to some of the problems in the 
veterans’ housing program. 

The $10,000 ceiling on veterans’ 
housing remains. 

Thus, a little more than 14 
months. after the surrender of 
Japan, the nation was freed from 
the controlled economy under 
which it became first the arsenal 
of democracy and then a victori- 
ous combatant in World War II. 

The Office of Price Administra- 
tion was created in April, 1941, 
by executive order of the late 
President Roosevelt to control and 
ration civilian supplies. 

Only major exception to Mr. 
Truman’s order was rent control, 
which he said “must and will be 
continued.” But he held the way 
open for some adjustment of rent 
ceilings. , 

He blamed the “unworkable 
price control law” passed by the 
last Congress for the failure of 
the Administration’s postwar sta: 
bilization program. 

From now on, he said, the law 
of supply and demand operating 
in the market place must serve 
to keep the nation’s economy in 
balance. High production is the 
answer, Mr. Truman said, adding 
that management and labor have 
the sole responsibility of adjust- 
ing their differences without. in- 
terrupting production. 

Both OPA and the Wage Stabili- 
zation Board immediately set in 
motion partial liquidation plans. 

Chairman W. Willard Wirtz, of 
the Wage Board, said it would re- 
duce at once “its already substan 
tially reduced staff.” 

Wirtz said, however, that the 
Board will remain in operation 
for a short time to act on pend- 
ing cases involving alleged past 
violations of: wage controls. 

He said the Board also would 
continue to “exercise its responsi- 
bility under the War Labor Dis- 
putes Act” until tiat authority is 
transferred to “some other ap- 
propriate agency.” The War La- 
bor Disputes Act provides that 
the Board must approve all 
changes in wages and working 
conditions sought in Government- 
seized industries, such as the coal 
mines. 

Though rent was specifically ex- 
empted from the President’s de- 
control order, some OPA sources 
said privately the action jeopard- 
ized the future of firm ceilings 
on rent. 

OPA officials forecast quick 
price increases of 10 to. 100 per- 
cent on some of the decontrolled 
items. One official said basic com- 
modities “will go up a hell of a 
lot” and will stay there until con- 
sumer resistance and increased 
supplies bring the prices down. 

He estimated that the price of 
lumber and other scarce building 
materials might jump more than 
100 percent. He said low cost fur- 
niture probably will go up 25 per- 
cent.

Clay Arrives in Capital 
For Report to Byrnes

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9—Georgia’s Lt. Gen. Lucius D. Clay, Ameri- 
can Deputy Military Governor in Germany, arrived in the Nation’s 
Capital late Saturday with no knowledge of just how prolonged will 
be his first visit to the United States in some months, nor with any 
immediate prospects of paging a visit to his home in Marietta, Ga. 


He said he would, of course, like 
nothing better than to do just 
that. 


“If I get time off, I certainly 
will go to Georgia for a few. days,” 
he said with a grin, amidst a bar- 
rage of questions by newsmen 
concerning his report next week 
to Secretary of State Byrnes on 
German occupation. 

He added the explanation that 
he doesn’t know how long he will 
remain in the United States. 

Though the dapper General 
from Georgia didn’t know what 
his full official program will be 
in the next few weeks, he ad- 
mitted that he expected to take 
the day off Sunday, to rest up a 
bit. 

The trip across the Atlantic 
was not entirely smooth. His air- 
craft broke an engine going into 
the Azores and he had to get an- 
other plane, causing a‘delay of six 
hours. -He was accompanied to 
Washington by Ambassador Rob- 
ert D. Murphy, political adviser to 
American occupation authorities. 

Monday, Gen. Clay said he 
would report to the Pentagon and 
“get together with our people for 
Tuesday’s conference.” He is 
scheduled to see Secretary Byrnes 
on that day for the first-time to 
begin the occupation. report for 
which he made the trip here. 

He said he does not plan to see 
President Truman “unless he 
sends for me.” 

As for what he will report to 
the Secretary, he had little to say. 

“T can’t tell you a thing until 
I find out what the program is,” 
he declared. 

He said only that he was

couraged” about prospects of uni- 
fication of the Russian Occupa- 
tion Zone of Germany with those 
of the already-unified British and 
American Zones. 

But, he added, talks concerning 
this unification “have not gone far 
enough to be conclusive.” 


Regarding reported manufac. 
ture of war materials by the Rus- 
sians in their occupation zone, 
Gen. Clay was far from explicit. 
He said only: “We have an agree- 
ment with the Russians by which 
quadripartite teams will go into 
the four zones to inspect war 
plants.”’ 

He appeared surprised when told

Trackless trolleys will replace 


*! street cars on the Forrest-Orme 


Circle, Capitol-Grant Park and 
Georgia Avenue-Grant Park lines 
next Sunday, it was announced 
Saturday by the Georgia Power 
Company. Transportation officials 
said that several changes will be 
made in routes and service in con- 
nection with the City’s newést 
modernization step. 

‘The present Forrest-Orme Circle 
lihe. will be extended on North 
Boulevard to the Boulevard sub- 
station and the trackless trolleys 
will carry the sign, 6-AMsterdam. 
A turn-back will be provided at 
Eighth Street for special trolleys 
operating to Boys High and Tech 
High. 

On the south side of town, all 
trackless trolleys to Grant Park 
will be operated out Capitol Ave- 
nue. They will carry signs read- 
ing 6-Atlanta Ave. and 6-Georgia 
Ave. and will replace service on 
the Georgia Avenue-Grant Park 
and Capitol-Grant Park street car 
lines. The Capitol-Weyman serv- 
ice will be discontinued. 

Power Company officials said 
that 84 new trackless trolleys 
have been: received since the first 
of the year and 56 additional ve- 
hicles are expected during the re- 
mainder of November and Decem- 
ber. Plans call for the conversion 
of the Ponce de Leon-Emory line 


|to trackless trolleys during De- 


cember and the Peachtree-19th 
Street line early in January. 

Between Peachtree and Boule- 
vard, the new 6-AMsterdam track- 
less trolleys will traverse Pine and 
Angier instead of Forrest Avenue. 
The route through town will re- 
main unchanged, but south of the 
downtown area all Grant Park 
trackless trolleys will run east on 
Mitchell to Capitol Avenue, then 
south on Capitol. No Grant Park 
trackless trolleys will operate on 
South Pryor. 

At Georgia Avenue, the new 
trackless trolley line will divide. 
One branch will go out Georgia 
Avenue to Grant Park, turning 
around at a loop formed by Cher- 
okee Avenue, Ormond Street and 
Grant Street. These trolleys will 
carry the sign, 6-Georgia Ave. The 
other.Grant Park route will con- 
tinue on Capitol Avenue to Atlan- 
ta Avenue and on Atlanta Avenue 
to Grant Park, turning back by 
way of Atlanta Avenue, Cherokee 
Avenue and Ormond Street. 

Changes will be made in the 
route of the present Cooper and 
Pine-Forrest bus line at the time 
the new trackless trolleys go into 
operation. The Forrest Road end 
of the line will operate only dur- 
ing rush hours, Monday through 
Friday, and it will be routed on 
Forrest Avenue and Forrest Road 
instead of on Pine and Angier 
Avenue. Its terminus will be at 
Forrest Road, Linwood and North 
Avenue. During non-rush hours 
and on Saturdays and Sundays, 
16-Noble trackless trolleys will 
supply local service on Forrest 
Avenue. 

When Forrest Road buses are 
not in operation, Cooper Street 
buses will turn around in town by 
way of Hunter, Pryor, Wall and 
Whitehall Streets. Forrest Road 
buses will run, inbound, on Ivy 
Street, instead of Piedmont 
Avenue.

percent and stoves 10 percent. 
There is “no limit” on how high 
soap prices could go, they said. 

Other OPA estimates are that 
coal will go up 50 cents to $1 a 
ton, with an additional rise in 
event of a substantial wage in- 
crease for the coal miners. 

A coal price increase soon 
would mean an increase in the 
price of steel, they said, and that 
in turn would mean another boost 
in automobile prices. 

The President said the with- 
holding of goods from the market 
had become so serious “as to 
threaten key segments of the 
economy with paralysis.” 

As price controls were dropped, 
he said, sellers of goods under con- 
trol were inclined to hold on to 
their stocks in the hope their turn 
was next. 

Housing Expediter Wilson 
Wyatt, who had warned that re- 
moval of ceilings on building ma- 
terials would jeopardize his Vet- 
erans’ Housing program, said he 
would _ stick to his job. 

Wyatt planned fuller use of oth- 
er powers granted him, independ- 
ently of OPA, in the Veterans’ 
Emergency Housing Act. These in- 
clude the right to channel ma- 
terials and to fix ceilings on fin- 
ished houses. 

The President's action climaxed 
a three-week decontrol spree that 
started on Oct. 15 when ceilings 
were removed from meat. He said 
then he was ordering the decon- 
trol program speeded up. 

The President said he wished 
it were possible to save controls

on building materials. But ceilings 
on building materials alone, he 
said, with no price control on 
products competing for the same 
raw materials, would drive mate- 
rials away from housing and de- 
feat the housing program. 

He said many shortages have 
disappeared and that in other 
fields supply is rapidly approach- 
ing demand. In the 15 months 
since V-J Day, he added, the sta- 
bilization program has preserved 
“a large measure of general eco- 
nomic stability” during a period 
in which explosive forces would 
otherwise have produced eco- 
nomic disaster. 

He said some shortages remain 
and some prices will advance 
sharply in a free economy. 

“We have, however, already 
seen what consumer resistance can 
do to excessive prices,” he said. 
“The consumers of America know 
that if they refuse to pay exorbi- 
tant prices, prices will 
down.’ 

“Wholesalers and retailers 
alike,” he continued, “are aware 
of the danger of accumulating in- 
ventories at prices so high that 
they cannot be confident of resell- 
ing at a profit. Manufacturers, 
thinking of their future markets, 
will hesitate to raise their pricés 
unreasonably.” 

One commodity after another 
was torn loose from price (con- 
trol in a burst of speed that put 
stripped all forecasts. By Satur- 
day night controls iat-been? cut 
down to what OPA considered 
bare essentials. 

Other items still under price 
control before Saturday night’s 
action included refrigerators, 
washing machines, paper prod- 
ucts including newsprint, basic 
metals, house furnishings and bed- 
ding.

some Queer Fish Met Doom 
When A-Bombs Hit Bikini 


By THOMAS R, HENRY 

WASHING TON—(NANA)—A fantastic assortment of fish met 
their doom when the atomic bombs exploded at Bikini. 

More than 39,000 of them, representing about 250 species, now 
have been brought back to the United States National Museum by 
Dr. Leonard P. Schultz of the Smithsonian expedition staff, who 
was one of the biologists of operation crossroads. 

Among them, as described by Schultz, were: 


PORCUPINE FISH, whose skins are covered with sharp spines 
and who can fill their sacklike bodies with water or inflate them 
with air until they form a ball about twice their normal size. When 
their bodies are puffed up, the sharp spines are érected to protect 
the creatures against their enemies. 

TRIGGER FISH—Creatures with rigid spines which “lock” au- 
tomatically when they are in danger so that they cannot be bent. 
They can only be unlocked, presumably a nerve reflex, by the fish 
themselves, or by some scientist who knows the precise spinal trig- 
ger touch, This locking makes trigger fish very difficult for other 


———"|92-Ton Plane 
Completes 
Test Flight 


BURBANK, Cal., Nov. 9—(UP) 
The world’s largest § transport 
plane, the 92-ton Lockheed Con- 
stitution, capable of carrying 400 
military passengers, had its maid- 
en test flight Saturday and will be 
turned over to the Navy soon fo: 
operation over far-flung routes. 


A double-decked carrier with a 
‘single tail fin . towering higher 
,than a three-story building, the 
Constitution took off the Lockheed 
air terminal runway before an au- 
dience of 10,000 aircraft workers 
and their families. It flew to Mu- 
roc dry lake, practiced several! 
landings and returned. 

Chief Test Pilot Joe Towle. 41, 
highly pleased with her perform- 
ance, radioed back she was “easy 
to fly.” 

So huge was the four-motored 
plane that she seemed to barely 
move as she roared down the 
6,000-foot runway at something 
in excess of 160 miles per hour 
and took to the air in between 20 
and 25 seconds. 


The Constitution climbed easily 
to a 10,000-foot altitude after lum- 
bering low across the nearby 
buildings and homes at Lockheed. 

Witnessing the takeoff was Rear 
| Adm. J. W. Reeves, Jr., Command- 
'er of the Nava] Air Transport 
i'Service. The Constitution was 
built for the Navy on designs 
submitted during wartime. 

Reeves congratulated Lockhéed 
on “today’s achievement—a def! 
nite contribution toward a marked 
reduction in air transport operat- 
ing costs.”

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South Gains Influence 


In Democratic Affairs 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS, 
Constitution Staff Cerrespondent. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9—While Southern Democrats will be shorn 
of the key committee chairmanships they have held during the past 
dozen years of party rule, the next Congress will find them occupying 
an even more dominant position in the affairs of the party. 


This was one of the facts that 
emerged from the clear-cut vic- 
tory won by the Republicans at 
the polls last Tuesday. 

The influence of Southern Con- 
gressmen and Senators in the 
party will increase by virtue of 
the substantial losses suffered by 
other Democratic Congressional 
candidates elsewhere. 

Whereas in the present and 
other recent Congresses they have 
constituted a minority of the Dem- 
ocratic membership, they now 
find themselves elevated to the 
roie of dominant group 
SOUTHERN GROL P'S POWER 

Moreover, they will be even 
more of the balance of power in 
legislative matters affecting a 
Presidential veto. How this power 
is exercised in shaping party pol- 
icy may have a lingering effect 
on the fortunes of the Democrats 
for some years to come. 

Ithough the Republicans suc- 
ceeded in capturing control of 
both Houses of Congress by com- 
fortable working majorities, their 
margin of victory was not great 
enough to give them strength to

override a Presidential veto. 

For example, it takes a two- 
thirds vote in both houses to 
override a veto. With all of their 
gains, the Republicans will still 
be some 54 seats short of attain- 
ing that position in the House 
and 13 short of the mark in the 
Senate. 

This means that a deadlock is 
threatened for the next two years 
on any legislative proposals origi- 
nating with the Republicans which 
may not find favor at the White 
House. 

REPUBLICANS’ NEED 

Hence the margin of support 
which the Republicans will need 
to break such a deadlock must 
come from other sources. 

Conservative Southern Demo- 
crats have joined with Republi- 
cans in recent years in forming a 
coalition to défeat the Adminis- 
tration in many major domestic 
issues. It is a question of Whether 
this alliance will continue, now 
that the Republicans have taken 
over complete Congressional 
control, 

The attitude Dixie Democrats 
take in the coming session may 
easily influence the issues of the 
next Presidential campaign. Much 
importance is therefore placed on 
the role they will play in the new 
Congress. Some believe that if 
they play into Republican hands 
with a policy of continued collab- 
oration the prospects of the Demo- 
cratic party nationally will be 
settled for some years. 


REPUBLICAN SOLIDARITY 


During the past two Congresses, 
when there was a close division of 
strength between the two parties, 
the Republicans have put up a 
cohesive front and defections were 
few and far between. 

By working more in unision 
they were able to defeat the Ad- 
ministration often by gathering in 
a handfull of dissident Democrats, 
most of them from the South. 

History shows that the minority 
party always presents a more solid 
working organization wher it is 
out of control. The Democrats 
functioned the same way back in 
the days of previous Republican 
administrations when they were in 
the minority. 


TEAMWORK EXPECTED 


But the prospects are that South- 
ern Democrats, realizing the re- 
sponsibility of their position, will 
now work more as a team with 
other elements of the party in 
Congress, now that the Republi- 
cans are taking over. They are 
expected to act less individual- 
istically. 

On their ability to do that may 
hinge the party’s chances at a 
come-back in 1948. If the Demo- 
crats continue to be torn by fac- 
tionalism, with the dominant 
Southern group veering off to aq 
port measures of Republican ori- 
gin, then the party, many believe, 
might as well write off its chances 
for returning to power either in 
1948 or at any other time in the 
years immediately ahead. 

To sum it up, as many compe- 
tent observers view the situation, 
the master key will be held by 
Southern Democrats. How they 
use it may shape the course of 
political events for a long time.

Over Million 
Asked for City 


Improvements

Various City departments have 
requested approximately $1,250,- 
000 in new equipment, repairs, 
new construction and personnel in 
1947 budgetary estimates filed 
with City Comptroller B. Graham 
West. The listings are preparatory 
to preparation of the 1947 city 
budget. 

Departmental demands range 
from increases in their own sal- 
aries to $180,000 asked by Con- 
struction Chief Clarke Donaldson 
for rebuilding the east aproach 
to the Edgewood Avenue Viaduct. 


Police Chief Hornsby seeks 10 
new two-wheel and four new three- 
wheel motorcycles and 16 addi- 
tional two-door patrol automobiles, 
typewriters, files and other equip- 
ment costing an estimated $33,490. 
He also is asking $45,000 for a ra- 
dio station to replace WPDY, but 
Council had already voted $39,500 
for that purpose. 

Almost every department in- 
creased its operating account, an- 
ticipating rises in costs of various 
commodities. 

Fire Chief Styron seeks $84,500 
for an 85-foot aerial ladder, two 
65-foot aerial ladders, pickup 
trucks and other equipment. 

In addition to the Edgewood 
Avenue approach project, Donald- 
son urged the Council to provide 
$175,000 as the City’s share of the 
cost for building a.new Boulevard 
underpass. Fulton County has 
agreed to bear half the expense. 
He also wants another $112,500 as 
the City’s cost in construction of 
the West North Avenue underpass; 
$10,000 for improvement of the 
Hunter Street aproach to the 
Spring Street viaduct; $4,000 for 
construction of a house for the 
superintendent of the Utoy Creek 
disposal plant; $100,000 for new 
trucks, asphalt spreaders and dis- 
tributors and other equipment; 
$37,500 as the City’s share for re- 
surfacing of the three-mile stretch 
of Peachtree Street from Five 
Points to the West Peachtree in- 
tersection. 

Other requests for special ap- 
propriations include: 

Health Department: $10,000 ae 
new dental chairs and other 
ment; arrangements for mass b —s 
tests at the Hunter Street Health 
Clinic with $2,750 for equipment 
and $5,875 annually for salaries of 
serologists and aides. 

Water: $59,684 for billing ma- 
chines, files and shop equipment. 

Sanitary: 10 packer type gar- 
bage collection trucks, conveyors 
and screens to handle tin cans, 
$80,000. 

Parks: $10,000 for new animals 
for the Grant Park Zoo; $8,700 for 
equipment; $12,000 for air-condi- 
tioning the Cyclorama painting of 
the Battle of Atlanta, another $10,- 
000 for repairs to the cyclorama, 
and $5,000 for improvements to 
Oakland Cemetery. 

City Hall: New elevator, $35,600; 
repaint City Hall, $36,000; remod- 
eling newly acquired property at 
Central Avenue and Mitchell 
Street for use by the Health De- 
partment, $50,000; conversion of 
basement quarters now occupied 
by health offices into a modern 
tea room, $25,000. 

Auditorium: $38,000 for two 
combination passenger and freight 
elevators. 

City Clerk: $500 for modern- 
izing the lighting system. 

Aviation: Increase of the basic 
salary of Jack Gray, Municipal 
Airport Manager, from $325 to 
$600 monthly. 

Motor Transport: Increase of 
the basic salary of R. B. Jett, Su- 
perintendent, from $300 to '$400 
monthly: employment of a welder 
and helper, $4.500 annually. 

Library: Nine new employes 
$6,875 annually and salary in- 
creases amounting to $1,677 a 
year.

The Swedish Navy has taken 
over the German submarine 
U-3503, scuttled in Swedish 
waters on the eve of the Nazi 
capitulation.

DOGS’ DAY IN ATLANTA? 


_ City Fathers To Consider 
‘Dog-Barring Ordinance 


Tuesday will be “dog’s day” in Atlanta. 
City fathers will consider the future freedom of dogs¢ reputedly 
man’s best friend, at a public hearing slated for 1:30 p. m. Tuesday, | 


Nov. 26, at the City Hall. 

Members of Council’s Health 
and Sanitation and Ordinance 
Committees will sit in judgment, 
and are expected to file their rec- 
ommendation with Council on 
whether a Council-approved ordi- 
nance barring dogs from Atlanta 
streets except when on leashes 
shall become operative Jan. 1, the 
effective date, or whether it shall 
be modified. 

Ald Ed A. Gilliam forced the 
new hearing on the issue after 
many dog owners protested . the 
proposed new ordinance is “too 
harsh.” And it could be revised, 
and accomplish the same results. 
He asked a joint study by the two 
Committees, and Ald. Roscoe Ailor 
and Councilman Howard Haire, 
Chairmen, respectively, of the 
Health and Ordinance Committees, 
have set the hearing. 


The issue has been joined, and 
dog lovers will pit their argu- 
ments against those who insist 
that the ordinance should be pre- 
served to help control rabies. 


Stafford W. Graydon, City 
Health Department Engineer, has 
written a letter to every member 
of Council setting forth the rea- 
sons for sponsoring the _ rigid 
measure. He contends that two 
persons died of rabies in Atlanta 
last year, and argues that neither 
the Pasteur inoculation of dogs 
nor the anti-rabies vaccination of 
humans is 100 percent perfect. 


Asserting that the surest way to'| 
control rabies is to remove all | 
dogs from the streets, he solicits | 


the continued support of Council 
in advancing a progressive health 
program. 

Graydon is bolstered in his ar- 
gument by Franklin P. Gilstrap, a 
mail min, who urges Council to 
consider the plight of letter car- 
riers, retail bread salesmen and 
laundry men, Gilstrap insists that 
“human welfare be placed above 
dog privileges.” 


Opponents of the ordinance, led | 


by Gilliam, contend that licensed 
and rabies inoculated dogs are no 
menace, and will insist that the 
Health Department be given full 
authority to pursue dogs without 
licenses or inoculation tags until 
they are apprehended. Health 
officials contended in sponsoring 
the rigid pen-up ordinance that 
they could not pursue dog, which 
ran from the streets onto private 
property. 

Gilliam and his supporters say 


they will correct this defect, but | — 


believe a properly licensed and 
inoculated dag should retain his 
freedom. He held that elimination 
of strays would help immeasur- 
ably in solving the problem. 

W. H. Brown, City Poundmas- 
ter, yesterday released figures 
showing 17,326 dogs are licensed 
and inoculated. * 

He said records at the Pound 
indicate inoculation against rabies 
is about 94.5 percent effective 
in dogs. Of' the 5,737 dogs picked 
up thus far this year, he said, 44 
have been diagnosed as having 
rabies, and only one of thosc had 
been inoculated. ;

PEIPING, Nov. 9—(#)—Chinese 
Government &rmies smashed fu- 
riously at the Communists on the 
Shantung peninsula and elsewhere 
Sunday in an all-out bid for vic- 
tory before the cease-fire deadline 
of noon, Nov. 11. 

The Communists, fighting back 
stubbornly, increased their diver- 
sionary attacks on Government 
positions, mainly at the neck of 
the peninsula. 

Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 
ordered his troops to cease firing 
at Communists except in self-de 
fense, effective on the eve of the 
National Assembly, which is to 
convene Nov. 12 in Nanking. 

The Communists, vocally skep- 
tical of this surprise move to 
bring them into the sessions, im- 
mediately declared that the self- 
defense angle made the cease-fire 
order a “pretext for all kinds of 
military pperations.” 

Fighting raged with renewed 
vigor all along the north coast of 
the shantung peninsula.

A Scotland Yard spokesman

The Irgun Zvai Leumi broadcast 
Saturday night called the Rome 
bombing an “historic event” and 
promised others. It said “the fact 
that we have now completely dis- 
rupted Palestine railway sched- 
ules is an example of what we 
can do.” 


All night-time railway operation 
has been halted in Palestine fol- 
lowing six attacks on railways in 
less than two weeks.

One of 
them was the Oaks Tourist Court 
at 1650 Stewart Ave., S. W. Two 
others were the Randolph Motor 
Court and the Oak Terrace Motor 
Lodge, both at Hapeville. 

THE BARFIELDS’ COURT 

The Oaks Tourist Court in 1939 
became the property of Mr. and 
Mrs, Frank A. Barfield. It has a 
national reputation with tourists 
and since 1943 they have had ev- 
ery room filled every night. Re- 
cently a man from Oklahoma of- 
fered them $125,000 for the prop- 
erty and they refused it. 

“We like this business,” said 
Barfield, “it pays us well and we 
want to stay here.” 

As a result. of the pickup of in- 
terest in the tourist business in 
this State, the Barfields now plan 
to enlarge their court. Already 
they have 20 rooms, and they 
want to build 10 or 20 more. For 
years, they have sent their over-

The Randolph Motor Court is a 


small affair of 10 units (or rooms) 


operated by William Lovelace. The 
Oak Terrace Motor Lodge has 11 
units and is owned and operated 
by Mr. and Mrs. C. E. Eads, who 
came down five years ago from 
Connersville, Ind. Eads plans to 
add 20 additional units to this 
court. Both of these courts are 
strictly for tourists only and both 
owners report an_ increasingly 
profitable business. 

The Georgian Autotel, at 2640 
Stewart Ave., S. W., is one of the 
new tourist-courts just now start- 
ing to operate, one of the courts 
which owes its inspiration to the 
sevies of articles in The Constitu- 
tion. The owners are Royal Mc- 
Kinney, who worked for three 
years with Bell Aircraft, and Jim 
Fitts, who served more than three 
years in the Army. 
$100,000 INVESTMENT 

Their court, when finished and 
landscaped, will represent an in- 
vestment of nearly $100,000. It 
will have 32 units, 16 of them al- 
ready open for business, with four 
more to be ready this week. They 
expect to have the rest of the units 
open within a month. Construc- 
tion was begun last July, first 
units being opened Oct. 29.

Who May Build? 
CPA Gives Rules 


You have to have a mighty good 
reason to do any commercial 
building these days. 

That warning comes from D. 
Leon Williams, Atlantan, who has 
the difficult job of keeping tab 
on Civilian Production Adminis- 
tration directives and curbs on 
Georgia building outside the Fed- 
eral Housing Program, 


As CPA District Director, Wil- 
liams sits in on weekly sessions 
during which Board members re- 
view petitions of would-be State 
builders, for projects ranging from 
multi-thousand-dollar manufactur- 
ing plants to hundred-dollar re- 
pairs to leaky church roofs. 

Petitions that “get by” the 
Board and win a coveted CPA 
permit, Williams points out, fall 


into certain definite categories. He 
lists them this way: 


(1) Severe personal hardship cases 
‘building deemed vitally necessary to 
the petitioner, because of eviction, fire 
loss, or other hardship). 


(2) Building vitally necessary to pub- 
lic health and safety (such as hospitals 
and doctors’ offices). 

(3) Building which will mean increased 
production of critical materials (such as 
a prefabricated house manufacturing 
plant or an iron works). 


(4) Building essential to increased food 
production or;food preservation. 


(5) Building which will provide mini- 
mum community facilities absolutely nec- 
essary for new residential areas devel-

“The needed housing will not 
be produced, nor can the private 
building industry long survive 
under present conditions,” the re- 
po::, compiled by W. A. Sirmon, 
Committee Chairman, from Mon- 
day’s housing conference here, 
concludes. 

“The Goverriment must choose 
between assuming full responsi- 
bility for the production and erec- 
tion of housing units for veterans, 
or it must relieve the private 
building industry and affiliated 
industries of such laws, directives 
and domination by innumerable 
Government agencies.” 

REVISE CONTROLS 

The Report, which is to be sub- 
mitted to American Legion Head- 
quarters in Washington for com- 
pilation with the recommendations 
submitted by Legion Committees 
in other states, also recommends 
decreased or revised government 
controls in the housing field. 

It calls for an upward adjust- 
ment of rent control; lifting of 
price controls on building mate- 
rials; 
rary housing for veteran students 
and the striking out of govern- 
ment controls in the Wagner- 
Ellender-Taft, low cost housing 
bill which would oppose private 
industry. 

Significantly, Sirmon, who has 
accused the CPA of attempting to 
embarrass the Legion by crack- 
ing down on construction of a 
$17,500 addition to Post No. l1’s 
facilities here, does not recom- 
mend an end to the agency’s ex- 
istence. 

BUILDING EXPORTS 

“We recommend that the Na- 
tional Committee (of the Amer- 
ican Legion) study carefully the 
economic balance as to percentage 
of building materials that should 
be channelled exclusively to the 
construction of Veterans Housing 
by private industry,” Sirmon’s re- 
port states. 

The Committee calls for an end 
to indiscriminate exporting of 
building materials, subordination 
of governmental material require- 
ments to the needs of veterans’ 
housing and sale to private indus- 
try of materials in the possession 
of the Army, Navy or other gov- 
ernment departments not needed 
for national defense.

Vs. the Rule of Law 


Throughout recorded history the story of. 


mankind’s progress has been the story of the 

continuous conflict between those who would 

impose their will on others by the use of force, and those who 

would refer all human differences to the adjudication of properly 
constituted law. 

In our time we have seen this issue set forth more clearly, 
perhaps, than in any other period. This clarity of issue is per- 
haps due to the fact that the upholders of law are stronger and 
more numerous today than ever before; or it may be because the 
believers in force have been more ruthless, bolder and vicious than 
in the past. 

The conflict, on world- wide scale, between the Fascist-Nazi 
combination of evil force and the free nations of the world was 
but this ancient issue in international affairs. 

In our own nation it is, in final analysis, a conflict between 
force and law which inspires our worst strikes and lockouts, 
which provides a political issue between regimentation through 
bureaucracy and the champions of free enterprise, unrestricted 
by government. 


Local] We of Atlanta have, in the past few decades, wit- 
Y nessed vicious outbreaks by organized groups of 
would-be force practitioners. .Today we are, apparently, going 
through just one more outbreak of thugs who would enforce 
their will by the use of blackjack, club and gun. 

The Ku Klux Klan was, basically, just a group of misled 
posturers who tried to enforce their concepts on all the people 
through fear—of the masked unknowns—and through force—of 
the club and the whip. | 

We saw that in its full horror in the East Point series of flog- 
gings which culminated in the death'of one victim. In that case, 
as always must be in a free, democratic country, the masked 
hoodlums who perpetrated those crimes were brought before 
authorized law and made to pay the price of their thuggery. 

The recent attempt of the Klan to regain its prestige and nu- 
merical strength seems, as of today, to have been pretty well 
scotched, 

Now the same old evil, in new guise, has erupted again under 
a new name, the Columbians. Prompt and inflexible action by 
the police seems to have put a crimp in this band of organized 
hoodlums, too. 

Thus the believers in the club and the gufy are, properly, sub- 
jected to the rule of law, which is upheld by all good citizens 
and respected by all except actual and prospective criminals. 


° When mankind was savage, before the 
Time To Grow Up dawn of what we cal’ civilization, before 
the coming of what we fondly believe to be the age of reason, 
it was natural that the barbarian who could swing the heaviest 
club and strike the hardest blow should impose his will on the 
tribe and be the: boss, or king. 

That, though, was during the infancy of the race. 

A baby always tries to get its own way by use of force, either 
by kicking, pulling or fighfing, or by howling until authority, in 
the form of distracted parents, abdicates for the sake of a little 
peace. 

A baby, though, as it grows into childhood, learns there are 
rules and precepts of conduct which must be observed. It is what 
we call traintng, training of the child to make it fit to grow up 
and be an acceptable member of its society. 

These wielders of the club or the whip, the gun terrorists, are, 
in final analysis, children whose characters have remained in- 
fantile while their bodies grew up. Collectively they haven’t ad- 
vanced far, if any, beyond the stage of the pre-civilization savage. 


Individually, they are mental babies who have never learned the » 


simple rules of decent, intelligent behavior. 

Inevitably, in an adult, intelligent civilization, such misfits 
must be made to obey the rules, the laws set up by society, 
through its proper representatives, for the orderly conduct of af- 
fairs. 

The same type in Hitler’s Germany prevailed because the Ger- 
man people were actually not an orderly, intelligent society. 

They can’t prevail here, because we do live decently and our 
instincts dictate respect for law and obedience to the rules—rules 
we have made ourselves and for which, if we dislike them, there 


is an orderly, proper method of change.

The recent failure of the Episco- 
palian and Presbyterian Churches 
to agree to unite, has called forth 
some very bitter criticisms, not 
only of these two organizations, 
but of the well-nigh innumerable 
divisions of Christians into differ- 
ent organizations. To a large ex- 
tent these criticisms reveal an ut- 
ter lack of understanding of the 
significance of these divisions. 
Many of these critics speak of 
these divided groups as if they 
were opposing camps of enemies, 
at war with each other. Indeed 
some of these critics have gone so 
far as to insist that Christians 
have no right to demand peace be- 
tween the warring nations, until 
they can make peace between 
themselves. Such a viewpoint is 
superficial and unfair. 


THE FAILURE of Episcopalians 
and Presbyterians to unite, for ex- 
ample, was not a failure to make 
peace. There is no war between 
these two great religious organiza- 
tions. There is not even any quar- 
rel to be settled. The same pur- 
pose and the same spirit permeates 
both groups, and motivates both 
organizations. 


mon purpose, 


better advanced by forming one 
organization, or remaining sepa- 
rate. That there are differences in 
interpretations of ecclesiastical or- 
dinances, traditions, and _ senti- 
ments, is perfectly true. And these 
differences raise the legitimate 
question, whether they can serve 
best united. or separated. 

This is also true of the divisions 
among other religious denomina- 
tions, though these divisions are 
sharper and more intense between 
some than between others. That 
there are intolerant and fanatical 
people in all denominations, caus- 
ing quarrels, and even persecu- 
tions of each other, is sadly true. 
It is also true that in the past 
there have been such bitter con- 
troversies as to constitute religious 
wars. But to my mind it is just 
here that we find the real evi- 
dence of the progress of true re- 
ligion. With all of these sincere 
differences between religious 
groups, there is nothing today 
which could be called denomina- 
tional war, or even quarrels. 


THE MOST STRIKING expres- 
sion of this growing consciousness 
of brotherhood between the de- 
nominations, is to be found in the 
Federation of Christian Churches 
of America. There is also already 
in process of organization a world 
union of churches. Both of these 
organizations are distinctly de- 
clared to be “federations” rather 
than organic unions. Just here is 
to be found the question for fra- 
ternal debate. Would it be better 
to form one huge ecclesiastical or- 
ganization, with one creed and one 
government, or to leave the sep- 
arate denominations, and to seek 
only for a more perfect spiritual 
unity, which would express itself 
in more effective co-operation of 
service? 

I have neither time nor space to 
discuss that issue now, but to 
place my emphasis here upon the 
encouraging truth, that so far 
from separate denominations sig- 
nifying religious enmity, there is 
an ever-increasing evidence of a 
growing spirit of unity in their in- 
telligent co-operation for the prog- 
ress of the Kingdom of God on 
earth. One of the most hopeful 
and successful organizations for 
tolerant co-operation, the National 
Conference of Christians and Jews, 
have the slogan: “Make America 
Safe for Differences.” That is good 
religion, and good democracy. It 
is not nearly so important—if im- 
vortant at all—to have a conform- 
ity of words and forms, as to have 
a unity of spirit, which will leave 
our people free to differ without 
hatred, politically and religiously.

W ASHINGTON—From the Democratic stand- 
point it is far better, perhaps, that the Republi- 
cans should have captured both houses of Cun- 

gress than merely the lower chamber, as most of the pre-election 
forecasts indicated. 


For in this way the Republicans will now be saddled with full 
responsibility for the legislative program to be adopted during 
the next two years of the crucial postwar reconversion period. 


Considering the fact that a Democratic President will continue 
to sit in the White House until 1949, the party would have been 
placed in an extremely unfavorable position if the Senate remained 
under Democratic control while the Lower House went over to 
the Republicans. 

By virtue of such divided control the Republicans would have 
been able to pin a large measure of the responsibility for any 
congressional ineptitude on the Democrats. As it is, they must 
assume the burden of that responsibility themselves. 


One of the major causes of the striking defeat 
Major Cause suffered by the Democrats in the recent elec- 
tion was the charge of ineptitude which the Republicans were 
able to lay at the feet of Administration forces in Congress. 

Republican campaign spokesmen were able to make much 
of the point that although the Democrats were in substantial 
numerical control of both housé@s, the Administration in fact, was 
unable to maintain a cohesive working majority in either branch 
of Congress. 

That enabled the Republicans to shift the blame to the Demo- 
crats for most, if not all, of the shortcomings of the present 
Congress, which has been condemned by competent observers as 
perhaps the worst Congress since reconstruction days, judging 
by its record, 

What happened on OPA is a typical example. The mutilating 
amendments to the price-control law were added by a large pre- 
ponderance of Republican members of Congress, aided by a small 
minority of Democrats. Between the two of them they were 
unable to muster a majority. 

Then when the half-baked law failed to maintain a stabilized 
price structure, the Administration got the blame for what 
followed. 

It got the blame because it was unable to hold its own forces 


in line. 

: In the same way, the Republicans will now 
GOP Liable, Too be held responsible for the legislative short- 
comings of the new Congress. It will not be possible for them to 
say that they have been handicapped by lack of complete congres- 
sional control. 

As a matter of fact, Republican control of Congress by the 
narrow margins gained in both houses is expected to have little 
effect during the next two years, save only in one respect. And 
that is that we will probably see a wave of congressional investi- 
gations, all bent on smearing the past Democratic Administration, 
the like of which has not been seen since the aftermath of World 
War Il. 

Not during the past four years has the Democratic Administra- 
tion been in control of Congress, except as to organization. The 
division: of strength between the two major parties has been so 
close that it Ras always been possible for the Republicans, by link- 
ing up with Democratic irregulars, to command a majority against 
any phase of the, Administration’s domestic program. 

: : For all of this the Administration has been held 
Weight Shift liable. It was a tremendous factor, though not 
the only one in the recent campaign. 

Now the liability shifts to the Republican side, in so far as the 
events of the next two years are concerned If the Republicans 
are not able to put up an effective working organization in Con- 
gress during the next two years they will be held to blame in 
the same way when the 1948 presidential campaign rolls around, 
Hence the Democratic position is not without some advantage. 

For another thing, the election results. will probably have a 
sobering effect on the Democratic membership in Congress. Those 
members who have veered away to the opposition side in the past 
too freely will probably be guided by greater restraints of party 
regularity. It seems to offer the only hope of the Democrats remain- 
ing in White House control after the presidential election of 1948.

GOP Now 
Is Liable 


WASHINGTON — The Republi- 
can Party faces perhaps the grav- 
est responsibility in its 90-year 
history, as well as a great oppor- 
tunity. 

In troublous times for the na- 
tion and the world, it has been 
entrusted by the people with man- 
agement of Congress, which is one- 
third of our tripartite system of 
government by checks and bal- 
ances, and a heavy one-third now 
because of the problems that con- 


}front that body. 


There was recognition of the 
party’s serious obligation in the 
sober statements of leaders after 
the landslide. It also was recog- 
nized in the private talk of party 
leaders that responsibility was 
thrust upon it, not because of any 
particular virtues, but in a protest 
against the Democratic Adminis- 
tration. Such upheavals usually 
are a vote “agin.” 


BUT, ONCE “IN,” the people 
will expect a lot from them. 


The party accepts a full-fledged 
partnership in government. It 
mut be emphasized that it is a 
partnership. Democrats, as well, 
have their own responsibility and 
obligation. 

It will avail nothing, for exam- 
ple, if Republicans: in Congress, 
with their eyes on 1948, merely 
think up extreme measures to em- 
barrass the President and throw 
them at the White House to invite 
a veto. Nor if President Truman 
merely throws things at Congress 
with the idea of making a record 
through negation. This, of course, 
does not apply to well-considered 
measures, sincere in purpose, based 
on well-established party doctrine 
and principle. 

On foreign affairs there has been 
for some time now a working part- 
nership. 

On domestic affairs, there has 
not. It will be in this field where 
some sort of working arrangement 
will be essential, endowed in a 


spirit of compromise, if we are to) 


avoid a quarrelsome stalemate for 
the next two years. This requires 
a high order of statesmanship and 
it may be too much to expect, 
though not too much to hope for. 


THE ELECTION 
out in the field of domestic affairs. 
From observations during the cam- 
paign all over the country it can 
be said that people were not vot- 
ing against established New Deal 
reforms, though perhaps, in some 
cases they exhibited displeasure 
over the way they are adminis- 
tered. The basic reforms were not 
made an issue. 

They were voting irritations— 
undoubtedly magnified if not ex- 
aggerated by war nerves and frus- 
trations—against continued war 
restrictions, continual strikes and 
evidence of labor irresponsibility; 
at confusion in government gen- 
erally. | 

The election, it would seem, was 
no mandate for Republicans, or 
any of their big industrial back- 
ers, to begin a crusade in Con- 
gress or elsewhere to throttle or 
crush labor. The majority of 
voters spoke, obviously, for some 
means to make labor more respon- 
sible, which might be done by 
thoughtful legislation, but not by 
restrictive laws. 

Nor, despite all the wolf cries 
of “Communism” was there any 
mandate for a witch hunt. 


THE TEMPTATION to do both 
of these things is manifest among 
some Republicans, judging from 
their talk in the heat of the cam- 
paign and some _ intemperate, 
vengeful remarks in the flush of 
their overwhelming victory. 

That way lies danger to the na- 
tion and to the party. 

As well as to the nation, the Re- 
publican Party has an obligation 
to its own membership. Long ob- 


servation and knowledge of Re- 


publicans in Congress and outside 
Congress leave the impression 
that, with some exceptions, the 
party in Congress has been less 
progressive than the majority of 
the party outside including gov- 
ernors, local officials and rank 
It would seem appro- 
therefore, that these also 
should be taken into partnership 
on party plans for its Congress 
program, so the program will rep- 
resent the whole party, not just 
those in Congress. 


IT WOULD APPEAR logical! to 
draw some of these outside lead- 
ers into the conferences beginning 
here in a few days, at least in 
It is likely 
that the party may go outside 
Congress for its next presidential 
candidate, and leaders outside of 
Congress should have a say in 
fo-mulation of party policy. In 
recent years Republican presiden- 
tial candidates have been talking 
one way and party leaders in Con- 
gress have been doing quite the 
opposite often. It never did fool 
the voters.

On the same day the papers were full of the 
: oS story of the Columbians and a little child was 
a MR jaa shown wearing the uniform of an organization 
based on hate, a new troop of the Girl Scouts unfurled its friendly 
banner to the winds of a troubled world. There were no photogra- 
phers and reporters there to hear them, by candlelight, with hands 
upraised, pledge that they would try very hard to do their duty to 
God and their country, to help other people at all times, and to 
obey the laws of their order. 


They didn’t raise up their hands and swear that they would hate 
anything, or anybody. They promised to uphold certain simple laws 
based on certain simple, fundamental things—laws that speak of 
loyalty, of courtesy, of helpfulness, of obedience, of friendliness, of 
cleanliness in thought and word and deed. They spoke their vows 
very seriously, with the wide-eyed, believing earnestness of little 
girls when they take part in something solemn and beautiful. 


Sincerity Standing up very bravely in their new uniforms of 

green, with their new green berets set very straight 
on their heads and their new yellow kerchiefs tied just so, they sang 
a song to the Flag which started with a beautiful, ringing line— 
“Oh beautiful banner all splendid with stars” ...and another song 
which spoke of other little girls, in other lands, believing, too, in 
being helpful and friendly, and courteous to other people. There 
was nothing that said they should just be helpful and friendly and 
courteous to the people they knew and went to school with, but to 
ALL people, wherever they were, however they dressed, whatever 
their religious beliefs and their social customs.

So 
you see they aren’t too serious, 
and the King seemed to enjoy 
hearing the chant as much as the 
kids enjoyed chanting. 


BUT AGAIN THE war came 
close when we visited the Castle 
at Elsinore, Denmark, made 
famous by Hamlet. While view- 
ing the courtyard I heard explo- 
sions which sounded like cannon. 
Thinking it was a gunset gun, I 
glanced at my watch, but then an- 
other and another big bang was 
heard. Inquiry developed that the 
Danes were blasting the last of 
the Nazi gun emplacements which 
had been built to control the 
sound between Sweden and Den- 
mark, 

Yes, the war is still very close 
there. Remaining are more than 
200,000 German children, enemy 
children, quartered on the 3,500.- 
000 Danes. Comparatively, it’s as 
though we had in America be- 
tween .six and seven million 
young Nazis to feed, clothe and 
look after. 

Sweden is much better off, 
though many homes still include 
refugees. One father told of his 
problem with a waif now living as 
one of his own children but who 
had run so long with a “pack” 
of parentless youngsters in mid- 
dle Europe that the child still 
would not eat at the table but 
would wolf his food in some dark 
corner, and was so _ anti-social 
there was grave doubt if he could 
ever be brought to normal. 


THE ECONOMY of the country 
is in high gear. Gunnar Myrdal, 
the Minister of Commerce, told 
me his greatest fear for Sweden 
was not another war. In fact, he 
was just completing his trade 
agreement with Russia at the 
time. What he did fear was the 
depression which was sure to 


come in America. Our depression, |

THE MANNER IN WHICH we 
are removing controls so rapidly 
in the United States seems to 
alarm many leaders abroad. They 
feel our productive capacity is 
so great that to take the brakes 
off to the extent now being done 
makes great over-production, and, 
consequently, a great depression, 
inevitable by about 1949 or 1950. 


When that time comes the rem- 
edy can come through the re 
building of our slums, they feel, 
because through such city rebuild- 
ing, much employment is given 
and the standard of living is 
raised. 


Evidence in the reconstruction 
of the blitzed and blighted areas 
all over Britain, which is naw go- 
ing forward to an incredible ex- 
tent, tends to preve how right this 
reasoning is. 


IT MADE ME THINK about 
the great opportunity gheati of us 
in Atlanta if we will but go ahead 
with clearing what remains of our 
slums on which we have made a 
good start, but much is left. At 
the same time we can carry for- 
ward traffic plans such as are in 
the Lochner report. 

Here in Plymouth (so named 
because it is at the “mouth” of 
the “Plym” River) where I am 
today, I find this city, from which 
our forefathers came.to America, 
is setting us an inspiring example. 
The people are not making do but 
are building new. 

[It is not just the 25 percent of 
the city which was completely 
wiped out which is being given 
seriaus attention; it is blitz and 
blight together. All are cooperat- 
ing, tired though they are from 
years in the front lines of war. 


TRUE, THEY have more effective 
laws than we do to aid them. But 
if we will learn from their ex- 
perience and view our great city 
of Atlanta as a whole and respond 
to her needs as these citizens are 
responding ta the needs of Ply- 
mouth as a whole, then such can 
be done over a period of years, 
which after all is not long in the 
life of a city. National, state and 
local legislation is needed to do 
the big job in America which will 
be required when depression 
comes, but there is a great deal 
We can bring about now with the 
laws we already have.

This being the case, it strikes / 


me as a particularly fortunate sign 
upon our cultural horizon that 
publishers are at last realizing 
that poetry, if it is to reach the 
masses, must be printed in cheap 
editions — paper-back volumes 
which can be brought safely with- 
in the reach of the most meager 
pocketbook. This is indeed as it 
should be, for poetry, like the ap- 
preciation of music, fine paintings 
and all the nobler arts, must be 
shared by the nation’s rank and 
file if those arts, and the men 
who create them, are to survive. 


TOO OFTEN THE public is 
prone to think of poets as pale- 
faced long-haired young men 
whose verse-writing is their only 
means of a livelihood. Such is 
certainly not the case in our day 
nor, for that matter, was it true 
in the day of many of the world’s 
best poets. Today’s poets work in 
brokerage offices, teach in college 
classrooms, work in_ industrial 
plants or at some other types of 
business establishments. 


Thinking back upon other times, 
we will remember that Georgia’s 
own Sidney Lanier was an expert 
musician. Ben Johnson was a 
bricklayer, Chaucer, a diplomat 
and secret agent for his King. 


Robert Herrick, whose couplets 
are such a wealth of joy to read- 
ers and students of English 
poetry, was a successful jeweler, 
while Robert Burns earned his 
early bread as a plowboy. 


Only a chosen few clung solidly 
to the oft-fickle Muse, 


In our own time, therefore, it 
is good to know that America’s 
dean of poets, Robert Frost, also 
came up the hard way: first as a 
farmer, then a shoemaker and a 
country schoolteacher.

The book is dedicated to the 
memory of her son, the general’s 
stepson, Lt. Allen Tupper Brown, 
who first greeted Marshall with 
fear and misgiving and then 
turned to cordiality with a note 
inviting him to Fire Island. “Don’t 
be nervous, it is OK with me. 
(Signed) A friend in need is a 
friend indeed.” 

“And they were friends indeed 
until the end,” wrote Mrs, Mar- 
shall.

HIROSHIMA, by John Hersey. 
Knopf, 118 pp. $1.75. 

America’s guilty conscience helps 
sell books for John Hersey. We 
really want to love our enemies 
now that the war is over. So we 
are in great danger of forgetting 
that Japs are not merely the inno- 
cent victims of our atomic bombs 
“Hiroshima.” 

We fought the war for excellent 
reasons after a remarkable amount 
of provocation: and a good anti- 
dote for indiscriminately loving 
our enemies is to remember Pear! 
Harbor and the Bataan Death 
March were also facets of Japa- 


nese personality. 
Hersey’s Tolstoyan compassion 


i\for all mankind is a touching and 
| beautiful thing. But I hope he does 
inot 


write a book about those 
charming people, the Nazis. For 
the sake of American children who 
may be asked to die fighting the 
still unrepentant Krauts, I hope 
Mr. Hersey will curb his literary 
fraternizing. 

And now that that is off our 
chest may We say that the already 
over-touted “Hiroshima” to which 
the New Yorker devoted its entire 
issue on Aug. 31, 1946, is a good 
piece of competent reporting and 
nothing more. It is not seen in 
perspective against our war with 
It offers no solutions. It 
arrives at no conclusions. 

The cross-section of individuals 
chosen is unfairly weighted to 
arouse our sympathy. 

Certainly Hersey with consider- 
able artistry makes his readers ex- 
perience the terror and bewilder- 
ment and suffering and heart- 
break of all these people. Cer- 
tainly he drives home by implica- 
tion our guilt as the war criminals 
who dropped the bomb on/a city 
instead of demonstrating its power 
on some uninhabited piece of Jap 
woodland. 

I am sure Mr. Hersey’s inten- 
tions were of the best—that he 
was impelled by a driving desire 
to shock the world into realizing 
ithe horror of the atomic bombing. 
But it is rather unfortunate: that 
almost the only book on the bomb 
that Americans are likely to react 
is one by an author who provokes 


emotion rather than thought.

RISCILLA MULLINS, or Molines, 
D the wife of John Alden, is fa- 
mous for one remark, which per- 
haps she never made. (“Why don’t 
you speak for yourself, John?”) No 
other words of hers are recorded. 
William Bradford, the Pilgrim gov- 
ernor, in his History of Plymouth 
Plantation, says that John Alden 
(born about 1599) joined the May- 
flower expedition at Southampton, 
Among the company were Miles Stan- 
dish and his wife Rose. Standish, 
15 years older than Alden, was a 
soldier of fortune, hired by the Pil- 
grims to take charge of their military 
defense against the Indians. In the 
Mayflower company were also Mr. 
William Mullins, or Molines (Brad- 
ford gives us-a choice of spelling) 
with his wife and two children, 
Joseph and Priscilla, and a servant. 
In the severe first winter at Ply- 
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mouth, Pose Standish died;ealso Wil- 
liam Molines, his wife, his son, his 
servant..the entire household except 
Priscilla, whom John Alden married 
some time between 1621 and 1623. 

Bradford, finishing his History in 
later years, says that they were then 
both living on the Alden farm at Dux- 
bury, and had 11 children. Miles 
Standish was Alden’s neighbor and 
friend. Standish diea in 1656, Alden 
in 1687. They were buried near each 
other in South Duxbury. 

In no historical record is mention 
made of rivalry between Alden and 
Standish for Priscilla’s hand, nor of 
the courtship by proxy, nor of the 
remark for which Priscilla is remem- 
bered. Three years after the death 
of his wife Rose, Miles married a sec- 
ond wife, Barbara, who had come to 
Plymouth the year before. 

But though the formal historians 
are provokingly silent about Pris- 
cilla, the Duxbury Aldens preserved

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from father to son the legend which 
Timothy Alden, in the sixth genera. 
tion, published in 1814. Upon ‘Tim. 
othy’s report Longfellow based his 
poem, “The Courtship of Miles Stan- 
dish,” 1858. Longfellow, through his 
mother’s family, was a descendent of 
John Alden. 

Timothy was a 
clergyman, traveler, 
quarian (1771-1839). He liked to visit 
old graveyards. In 1812-14 he pub- 
lished “American Epitaphs and In- 
scriptions, With Occasional Notes,” in 
five volumes. In the note on the Dux- 
bury graveyard, he told the legend 
of John Alden’s courtship. 

“In a very short time after the de- 
cease of Mrs. Standish, the captain 
was led to think, that, if he could ob- 
tain Miss Priscilla Mullins, a daugh- 
ter of Mr. William Mullins, the breach 
in his family would be happily re- 
paired. He therefore, according to 
the custom of those times, sent to ask 
Mr. Mullins’ permission to visit his 
daughter. 

“John Alden, the messenger, went 
and faithfully communicated the 
wishes of the captain. The old gen- 
tleman did not object, as he might 
have done, on account of the recency 
of Captain Standish’s bereavement. 
He said it was perfectly agreeable to 
him, but the young lady must aiso 
be consulted. 

“The damsel was then called into 
the room, and John Alden, who is 
said to have been a man of most ex- 
cellent form with a fair and ruddy 
complexion, arose, and in a very cour- 
teous and prepossessing manner de- 
livered his errand. 

“Miss Mullins listened with re- 
spectful attention, and at last, after 
a considerable pause, fixing her eves 
upon him, with an open and pleasant 
countenance, said, ‘Prithee, John, 
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why do you not speak for yourself?’ 
He blushed and bowed, and took his 
leave, but with a look which indicated 
more than his difftidence would per 
mit him otherwise to express. How 
ever, he soon renewed his visit, and 
it was not leng before their, nuptials 
were celebrated in ample form. From 
them are descended all of the name 
Alden in the United States. What re 
port he made to his constituent after 
the first interview, tradition does not 
unfold; but it is said, how true the 
writer knows not, that the captain 
never forgave him.” 

The Reverend Timothy had evi- 
dently not read Lra_ ford. John / |den 
could not have consulted William 
Mullins, who was dead. 

Longfcilow improved the rhythm 
of Priscilla’s remark, and though he 
agreed with the Reverend Timothy 
that Standish was angered when his 
friend carried off the girl he wanted, 
yet he shows him recovering his tem- 
per quickly. 

Priscilla said enough. She is re. 
membered as a charming prophecy 
of modern womanhood, or perhaps a 
type of eternal womanhood, with a 
talent for getting what she wants. 

Longiellow’s poem might suggest 
that Priscilla was even more inde 
pendent than the Reverend Timothy 
makes her. Longfellow dwells on the 
troubled conscience of John, who was 
sensitive to the responsibilities of 
friendship and feared that against his 
will he had played Standish false. But 
Priscilla did not permit his conscience 
to spoil a happy prospect.

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SWINDLERS HARVEST 


GET-RICH-QUICK CON MEN 


WINDLERS all over the country are 

eagerly reaping a rich harvest. The crop is 
ripe—$180,000,000,000 in savings or bonds, ac- 
cumulated during the war years by thrifty 
Americans. These figures are from the U. S. 
Treasury Department. Racket-busting Better 
Business Bureaus have found 800 methods now 
being used by swindlers, who fall into four 
general classifications—doorbell gyppers, busi- 
ness opportunity confidence men, phony stock 
promoters and loan sharks, In this article, the 
first of a series of four, The American Weekly 
exposes the tricks of the con men.

4] UY one-third partnership in a going con- 
cern for $2,500; you will hold a position 
paying $50 a week.” 

Joe Doaks, a discharged veteran, was looking 
for such an opportunity as he-saw in this ad. He 
was just what John P. Crook & Co. were looking 
for. Joe went to the richly furnished office which 
appeared to be operating a real estate business. 
Two attractive secretaries pounded away at type- 
writers. He was graciously, though condescend- 
ingly, received by the promoter. 

“We are on the threshold of making $100,000,” 
Joe was told. “Real estate is booming.” 

Joe produced $2,500 and received a memor- 
andum of partnership. 

“It will be a few days before you are needed 
here at the office but you are on the payroll now. 
We'll let you know when to come.” 

Joe waited, then investigated. He learned the 
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company was a fake, doing no business. The sec- 
retaries were “window dressing.” When Joe 
threatened to inform the police, the crook offered 
to buy back the partnership. Joe accepted an IOU 
for his $2,500. ‘Three days later the crook fled. 
He had rented the furnished office for 30 days. 

According to Government estimates, there are 
between three and four million ex-service men 
who want to go into business for themselves. 
These and millions of civilians with war savings 
to invest swell the ranks from which get-rich-quick 
con men are recruiting their victims. 

One class of con men developed a sympathy 
trap out of the furniture shortage. They work 
through a “stuffed flat” and “weeping widow.” 

A crook scrapes an acquaintance with his viec- 
tim and tells about a young widow who must sell 
her furniture because she is forced out of her 
apartment. It “will be sold at great sacrifice.”’ 

The victim tooks over the furniture, usually is 
impressed by the widow’s tears and the good bar- 
gain he is getting. 


“T’d be grateful if I could sell quickly,” she sobs. 


When it is delivered he finds a switch has been 
made and he has some cheap old stuff of similar 
design not worth half the price he has paid. The 
buyer can do nothing because he failed to get a 
list and description of the furniture at the time

he paid. He has no case and loses his money. 

On the West Coast a promoter was nabbed in a 
prefabricated house swindle. He got his victims 
to put from $200 to $1,000 for the first unit ina 
big new development with the promise that it 
would be used as a demonstration house and the 
buyer would get a salary and commission on all 
sales. When the inquiries got hot, as no houses 
were produced, the promoter fled. 

“Modernization racketeers’” have worked in 
several large cities. In Pittsburgh, agents for 
disreputable firms arranged terms with home 
owners for remodeling operations under agree- 
ment the furnished house was to serve as a model 
home for prospects. The -home-owners were to 
pay nothing and receive commissions on other 
contracts obtained within a certain radius of 
their houses. 

In the process, home-owners signed contracts 
which were in reality promissory notes. The notes 
then were negotiated to third parties. Later the 
home-owners received demands for payment and 
were forced to make good. 

The National Better Business Bureau ‘learned 
of a St. Louis veteran who bought a restaurant 
through a pseudo broker. The place was jammed, 
doing a rushing business when the veteran visited 
it with the broker. Customers stood in line. The 
veteran took over two days later after he had paid 
$1,800. His first day’s business totaled five ham- 
burgers and 12 cups of coffee. 

One of his customers was a derelict who came 
in daily for coffee. ‘The vet questioned him about 
the fall off in trade: The derelict grinned. 

“Don’t you know yet? You've been rigged. All 
of us here the day you bought got a free meal! and 
50 cents for coming in.” 

One swindle which involves “the menu switch” 
has taken scores of restaurant investment pur- 
chasers. 

The person who has decided to go into business 
for himself looks over a restaurant. The sales- 
man shows him a list of phony prices—consider- 
ably higher than those regularly charged. The list 
often is prepared with great care. Menus show- 
ing prices are soiled to give them a realistic look. 

The victim, convinced that he has a great 
money maker at hand with those prices, buys. He 
soon finds himself in trouble with his customers 
and realizes to his sorrow his loss. 

A woman put a $700 deposit on a hotel news- 
stand offered at $3,000 with the understanding 
that, if the sales volume for the next 30 days was 
not as represented, the money would be refunded, 
Investigation disclosed that the bulk of the pur- 
chases had been made by friends and relatives. 

Discharged after three years in the Pacific, an 
ex-Marine saw an ad “Special Employment Service 
for Veterans. Good jobs, good salaries—hours 8 
A. M. to 6 P. M., week days. B Employment 
Agency.” ‘The vet applied and the agent, in a 
small meagerly furnished office, told him he hada 
job for him in a St. Louis garage as head me- . 
chanic. ‘The applicant had been a truck driver be- 
fore the war and this looked to him like a job he 
could handle. 

“Of course,” said the agent, “you'll have to post 
a small cash bond. It’s routine, you know--just 
a sign of your intentions to follow through.” The 
ex-Marine forked over the $50--$25 was to be re- 
funded at the end of the first week’s work. He 
left his address and went home to await a call. 
He waited two weeks. When he went back to the 
office, he found it empty. The agent had worked 
his racket for a few weeks and then skipped. 

Confidence men are no respectors of person or 
locality in this day of cash-on-hand. Recentiyv the 
movies furnished background for a daring swin- 
diler. A “short dark haired man” took $20,000 from 
the credulous in Washington, D. C. He registered 
at a prominent hotel and announced he was a 
representative of a Hollywood company which 
was going to produce a picture in the capita! called 
“Capital Capers.” 

He talked in familiar terms about several 
prominent stars and said they had been signed up 
to play the leads. He offered to let a few in on 
the ground floor. He cashed checks, borrowed 
right and left and even hired 20 girls from a 
current stage production to play in the picture. 

He staged a gala night club party at which the 
famous stars were to appear. A senator and army 
general were guests. No stars showed up. 

“Their plane was grounded,” he explained. But 
he saw sStirrings of suspicion. Next day when 
shooting the picture was to begin, no players were 
there. The con man wasn't either.

Using the half million dol- 
lars he had to his credit, he started 
the Furness Line, inte which he amal- 
gamated 12 other steamship com- 
panies. In 1895 he was knighted, not 
for any political service, but in recog- 
nition of his munificent philan- 
thropies. In 1910 he was raised to the 
peerage. 

Marmaduke 
father, succeeded 
the latter’s death in 1912 and was 
doubly titled when in 1918 the title 
of Viscount Furness of Grantley was 
bestowed upon him. Marmaduke was 
no mean business man either. In 1929 
he sold out his interests in the Fur 
ness-Withy Line for something like 
$30,000,000. In spite of taxes and all, 
he managed his financial affairs so 
well that at his death the estate was 


valued at $20,000,000.

HE history of ,American frontier 
and boom towns follows an al- 
ways recognizable pattern; first 
flaming youth, rowdyism, vio- 
lence; gambling and wickedness 
march hand in hand with a small 
“respectable” element anxiously 
watching the shenanigans from 
the fringe. Then with advancing 
age and development, vice gives 

ground as the respectable element takes over. 
A great battle is fought. As in .the Biblical days, 
the forces of Good and Evil line up. The Angels 
and the denizens of The Pit roll up their sleeves, 
spit on their hands and have it out. 

And always, as in the old days when the smoke 
of the righteous battle clears, the Demons have 
fled leaving their horrid dead behind them, right 
and justice and decency have triumphed again. 
The town: becomes respectable and the victors 
settle down to remembering with some nostalgia 
the bad old days when wickedness was rampant. 

50 it was with the fine and famous modern 
city of Seattle, Washington, the Gateway to 
Alaska. No town was wilder or tougher in its 
youth, few achieved as quick and complete vic- 
tory over the iniquitous once the battle was 
joined. And a major share in this victory belongs 
to an old and trusted newspaper, the Seattle Post- 
Intelligencer, and the gallant and courageous 
crew that manned it at the time of the struggle. 
The fight was won with the stinging, penetrating 
bullets that are Uncompromising editorial words 
fired from the pen of a fearless editor. 

Few frontier boom towns were as tough and 
untrammelled as Seattle in the early days. It 
played host first to the loggers, the hardy disciples 
of Paul Bunyan who spent their winters in hard 
work and miserable privation in the frozen for- 
ests, and in the spring break-up came whooping 
and roaring into town to squander their earnings. 
The city was also the jumping-off place for the 
famous Klondike Gold Rush of 1896-7, as well as 
the first outpost of civilization to which the 
“Sourdough” returned to part with his poke in 
exchange for a few weeks of riotous living. 

Founded in 1851 by 24 men, women and chil- 
dren who settled on the shore of Puget Sound, 
Seattle ten years later boasted a series of wooden 
huts and two important public buildings, Yessler’s 
mill, and John Pennell’s establishment with its

complement of well scrubbed-up Indian girls. 

The town grew on the logging trade and the 
advent and initiative of the “‘mole-like’ German 
immigrant, Frederick Weyerhauser, who even 
tually became the .greatest. logging baron the 
world had ever known. It spread out in a series 
of wooden houses and logging camps. It had its 
great fire in 1899, which wiped out the center of 
the city, destroying 60 blocks and enabling thé 
citizens to replace it with brick and stone in prep 
aration for the coming Klondike Boom. And 
when that occurred the ornate Klondike saloons 
arose, and girls and gambling held sway. 

This was the background of the modern cit) 
which we now meet in 1910 with a population of 
237,194, and.a wide open.roaring tenderloin. 


N March, 1910, one Hi Gill was elected Mayor 

of Seattle on an open town platform with the 
support of the Seattle Post-Intelligenger, the old 
est paper in the town The Post-Inteligencer’s 
support came chiefly because this was the last 
partisan municipal election in Seattle. The news- 
paper was the recognized organ of the Republican 
Party and Gill was the Republican candidate. 

However, it was also believed in the Seattle 
of those days that it was necessary from a busi- 
ness point of view that the city be kept wide 
open. Not only was it a seaport of growing im- 
portance, but it was also and still is the gate- 
way to Alaska. Every ship that came down from 
the golden north bore bearded men, with chamois 
sacks filled with nuggets, or glittering dust, and 
the feeling prevailed that they would take these 
hard-won riches elsewhere if not afforded the 
opportunity to spend them in Seattle. 

Se, Hi Gill was elected and immediately ap- 
pointed C.W.Wappenstein, twice discredited on 
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Fighting Editor Brainerd of the Seattie Post-Inteliigencer 
Risked His Life — Or at the Least, a Jail Sentence —to Enforce 
the Will of the Citizens When They Wanted to 
Clean Up Their Unregenerate Town 


previous occasions, as Chief of Police. Thereafter 
the city of Seattle really went to Hell in a hand- 
barrow. Almost immediately :the battle was 
joined. For these were not the old days any longer. 
The century had been turned by a decade. Pro- 


hibition had not yet descended upon the nation - 


and proponents of decent living began to speak up. 


|, OUDEST among the voices calling for civic re- 
form was that of the Seattle Post Intelligencer, 
which had had the courage to reverse itself and 
the journalistic acumen to listen to the heartbeat 
of the people it served. 

The people were protesting unmistakably. An- 
other great change had come to Seattle. In No- 
vember, 1910, less than eight months after 
Brother Hill had taken office, an amendment to 
the state constitution was adopted, giving women 
the right to vote. From that moment on, the dark 
forces were doomed. Armed for the first time 
with political power, backed by the militant 
clergy, the women began to look into conditions 
which they hac hitherto ignored. What they saw 
led them into revolt. The voice of their revolu- 
tion \vas Erastus Brainerd, editor of the Post- 
Intell zencer, who had the courage to risk a 
long jail sentence for the sake of the good fight 
and the cause of decency. Brainerd keynoted the 
cry for the recall of Mayor Hi Gill, the very man 
his newspaper had helped to put into office. Op- 
posed by the opposition Seattle Times, the paper 
waded into the task of driving Mayor Gill and his 
conniving police chief out of office. 

Seattle’s city council started the ball a-rolling 
by employing a former Pinkerton Operative, who 
got a job in one of the principal gambling houses 
and kept his eyes open and his pen busy. When 
he -mide his report, Brainerd wrote editorially, 
to fire the first big gun——“...it will be impossible 
for any fair-minded man to believe that the in- 
famous sn cnt TB nha by the committee 
could have existe? without the knowledge and 
connivance of the police, even if there had been 
no direct proof. 

“But when policemen are seen going in and 
out of gambling houses; when gambling house 
keepers complain that the police are taking too 
big a share of the profits...and when there is a 
common persistent report that the fat sum of 
$40,000 has been divided‘ up among officials and 
others, it is asking too much of the people of the 
city to ask them to believe that Wappenstein is 
innocent of culpable connections with these out- 
rageous conditions... . 

“Both Gill and Wappenstein knew what was 
going on...and it was their sworn duty to put 
an end to it. They failed to do it and they should 
be put out of office.” 

On December 20, 1910, the recall petition 
signed by 11,418, many of them women, was filed 
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and the battle to oust the two was on. 

The Gill forces, seeking to circumvent the 
vote and the will of the people, filed a taxpayer’s 
suit to enjoin the city comptroller and the city 
council from spending any tax money to hold a 
recall election. The suit, at first filed in the 
State court, was dismissed by Judge R. B. Albert 
son. But when it was laid before the Federal 
Court, Federal Judge C. H. Hanford on Jan, 6, 
1911, to the surprise of everyone, granted the in- 
junction. And that was where Erastus Brainerd 
risked his neck and his career. 

For a Federal judge occupied an almost un- 
assailable position and in those days no one ques- 
tioned his power to jail anyone for contempt who 
criticized his official actions. Brainerd knew it 
and was prepared to run the risk. He came out 
of his office one morning heading for the com- 
posing room with a bundle of copy in his hand, 
and encountering Ray Colvin, then with the Asso- 
ciated Press, and now night managing editor of 
the Post-Intelligencer, he stopped and said grimly, 
indicating the manuscript—“I'll probably be in 
jail tomorrow.” 

He had every reason to believe this, for the 
editorial he had in his fingers was a blisterer and 
a masterpiece of journalistic infighting. 

Headed: “GOVERNMENT BY INJUNCTION 
IS HERE” it began—“Venerable and aged man, 
austere and inexorable character respected pro- 
fessionally, learned and studious in the law, Judge 
Hanford is one of the last men in this community 
with whom we would ever wish to disagree or 
differ, one of the last men of whom we would 
say that he showed rancor in opinion, one of the 
last men of whom it might be said that one of 
his opinions is anile and caduke.” 

If the Judge rushed to the dictionary, as in- 
deed he must have, he learned that “anile” means 
old-womanish, and “caduke’’——-ready to fall as a 
fruit, weak, perishable, fleeting, feeble. Those 
twe words alone constituted the most flagrant 
contempt. But Editor Bainerd had only begun. 
Wrote he: 

“By what occult process has Judge Hanford 
been able to reach the conclusion that the ‘ma- 
jority’ of the citizens in this city have not changed 
their minds since the general election? And if 
they have changed their minds, by what right 
or power has be to deny them the privilege of 
making a record of the fact in.the manner pro- 
vided by law? 

“Judge Hanford has staggered in where angels 
might well fear to tread. (This was a time bomb. 
There was widespread gossip about the jurist’s 
drinking habits and Editor Brainerd was really 
slugging with both hands now.) For any judge 
who is bold and audacious enough to seek to 
smother a free people by a wrongful*and unau- 
thorized use of_the great writ of injunction in- 


vites a popular wrath which, if it does not scourge 
him from public service, will at least leave him 
without the sympathy and respect of his fel- 
lows...The Post-Intelligencer knows that it stands 
for the people in this. As against so intemperate, 
unsound a decision as that of Judze Hanford, the 
people will win as he will probably soon see.” 

‘The editorial appeared. What would happen 
—-victory or defeat, triumph, or jail? 

Complete triumph it was! Hanford did not 
have the stomach to cite Brainerd for contempt. 
And two days after the editorial appeared, U. S. 
Circuit Judge William Ball Gilbert reversed Han- 
ford’s decision, saying: “The defendant. (the city 
of Seattle) stands here for the orderly conduct 
of an election authorized under the laws of the 
state. It is a matter that affects the whole com- 
munity. The court should be very slow in tying 
the hands of officers of the city in a case of that 
kind.” Not long afterward, as Brainerd had had 
the courage to predict, Judge Hanford resigned 
from the bench. 


HEN came the recall campaign, vicious and bit- 

ter. Brainerd and two clergymen were threat- 
ened with death if they did not abstain from at- 
tacks on Gill and Wappenstein. The forces of 
light fought only the harder. The Rev. Dr. Mark 
A. Mathews, pastor of the First Presbyterian 
Church, raised funds by borrowing on his life 
insurance to hire the great detective William J. 
Burns to gather evidence against Wappenstein. 
Brainerd’s pen became more and more deadly, 
and whole pages of the Post-Intelligencer were 
thrown into the fight. 

On February 7, 1911, Hi Gill was recalled by 
an overwhelming majority aided by the newly 
enfranchised women, and George W. Dilling was 
elected to replace him. _ Dilling’s first act was to 
dismiss Wappenstein, and on February 25th, on 
evidence gathered by Detective Burns, Wappen- 
stein was indicted on a charge of accepting a 
$2,500 bribe from gamblers. He was subsequently 
convicted and served a long term in the Walla 
Walla State Penitentiary. 

Overnight, almost, Seattle had grown up. The 
city has had minor scandals since, but for more 
than 35 years, the Post-Intelligencer has been the 
watchdog of the people. And the memory of the 
recall of Hi Gill and the courageous part played in 
it by one newspaper survives there to this day.

WORKING Moms Yay Through ALLEGE 


HE chances are that a stranger 

in the hills of Maine last summer, 

asking a pretty young milkmaid 
heading toward the barn what she 
was doing, would have gotten an 
answer quite different from the old 
Mother Goose rhyme. 


“Why,” Marion Millet would have, 


said, looking at the stranger with a 
twinkle in her eye, “I'm putting my 
mother through college.” 

That’s how Marion spent her vaca- 
tion from college last summer. In 
the rocky hills near Norway, Maine, 
Marion operated the 250-acre Millet 
farm all by her 19-year-old self, tend- 
ing and milking 40 cows, and doing

All summer long, while Marion was 
rolling put of bed before daybreak, 
her mother was. peacefully sleeping 
in her room at Gorham Teachers’ 
College. While Marion was driving 
the cows out to pasture, her mother 
was ._ Ssauntering to classes. While 
Marion was out in the blistering sun- 
light, planting or harvesting the 
crops, her mother was sitting in a 
cool classroom, listening to lectures 
and scribbling in her notebook. 

“What's the matter with that?” 
Marion asked. “A lot of mothers send 
their daughters to college, don’t 


they?” 

The vice-versa arrangement this 
past summer was brought on by a 
new law that required Mrs. Verna 
Millet, the mother and a_eschool- 
teacher, to go to some college and 
take refresher courses. 

“Mother had to get a little more 
education,” Marion grinned. “Some- 
body had to take care of the farm, 
and here I am. I suppose it’s hard 
work, but I love it. The only thing I 
don't like about it is washing dishes. 
That’s worse than a toothache.” 

Marion was born on the farm, as 
were many Millets before her. Her 
great-grandfather cleared the land in 
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The Girl With the Hoe—Pretty 
19-Year-Old Marion Mille?

1810 and the family has been there 
ever since. 

When her father, Leslie Millet, died 
in 1941, Marion held a conference 
with her mother over what they 
should do. They decided to work the 
farm together, and Mrs. Millet would 
go back to teaching to help along 
the family finances. 

Last year Marion went away to 
Lewiston to enter Bates College. Dur- 
ing the winter Mrs. Millet held down 
two jobs farming and_ teaching 
school. Last summer she went to 
college, and Marion took over. 

“Turnabout’s fair play,” Marion 
said. “She puts me through college, 
I put Wer through college. Simple, 
isn’t it?” 

Marion’s summer day began around 
four. o’clock in the morning. She 
usually spent the night “at some 
neighbor’s home, rather than in the 
big, empty, 14-room Millet house. 
After splashing cold water from the 
pump on her face, she hurried home 
and out to the barn to tend to the 
cows—40 fine Holsteins. 


At first there was something of a 
problem to be solved. The milk was 
stored and cooled in 40-gallon cans, 
each of which had to be hoisted up 
into a tank of ice water. Marion 
rigged up a block-and-tackle system, 
and that was that. 

Then the cows had to be pastured, 
sometimes with the aid of the neigh- 
borhood kids. After that came scrub- 
bing the milkroom floor and getting 
the housework done. Although she 
slept in the homes of various neigh- 
bors, she prepared and ate all her 
meals at home. That meant straight- 
ening up the house and—horrible 
task—washing the dishes. 

Daily care was needed, not only 
by the cows, but by the team of work 
horses, the pony, the colt, her pet 
goat (a souvenir from a goat-raising 
venture she engaged in during high 
school days), and a couple of dozen 
chickens. A ferocious-looking bulldog 
completes the picture. 

There was one more little job on 
the farm that Marion didn’t particu- 
larly care for. That was getting in 
the hay crop—-70 tons of it. Mother 
realized that 70 tons of hay was a 
bit too much for a college co-ed to 
handle, and came down over week 
ends to lend a hand. With the vol- 
unteer help of a neighbor, they got 
the job done. 

“IT didn’t do much work when 
father was alive,” Marion reminisced. 
“Just kind of loafed around. But 
when mother and I started out to- 
gether, it was fun. When I went to 
Bates, I studied hard and got good 
marks, but I just somehow all the 
time missed the old barn.” 

Marion, incidentally, doesn’t intend 
to be a farmer all her life. Her am- 
bition is to teach languages, French 
and Spanish. 

Although of necessity Marion sac- 
rificed social life for her farming, she 
didn’t mind. As for dates and hav- 
ing a steady fellow, she just laughs. 

“I’ve always been too busy for 
that. Mother and I used to go in 
town to a dance or a show, though, 
and it was fun. I tell you, though, 
I'd a lot rather listen to the radio.” 

There is one bit of disagreement 
between mother and daughter. Marion 
says that while she likes farming, 
it’s really no job for a woman. Mrs. 
Millet says that she has been doing 
it for five years and loves it. 

“If you can farm. successfully, 
there’s nothing you can’t do,” Mrs. 
Millet says. “It tests your character 
as well as your strength. I’m glad 
Marion has had a try at it, and 
proven herself capable, but if she'll 
be happy in a teaching career, I'll be 
happy too.” 

‘ihe summer over, Marion is back 
in college now, but still missing’ the 
animals.and, in particular, the pet 
goat The summer when she. was 
the sole boss over 250 acres is over, 
but Marion has memories. She's the 
girl who rewrote Mother Goose: 

“Where are you going, my pretty 
maid?” 

“To put my mother through college, 


sir,” she said.

But Somewhere, Sometime, She 

May Be the Means of Saving 
Another Doomed Child!"

of Pasadena, Calif., know 

what it is to give. They made 
a great sacrifice, relinquishing to 
science their third afflicted baby in 
the hope that in the future thousands 
of children with a similar malady 
might live. 

Once they dared to hope that a 
kindly Providence would repay them, 
not with the abstract comfort deriv- 
ing from their sacrifice to science, 
but with the life of the infant they 
gave up as doomed. 

Theirs is a story of heartbreak 
and despair, of misfortune and disil- 
lusion. 

It begins back in June, 1941, when 
a girl was born to the Holders. She 
was a beautiful baby, their first-born, 
perfect in every detail. Papa Holder, 
a radio technician, passed out the 
cigars and his wife was the proudest 
mother in the neighborhood. They 
named her Barbara Louise. 

The months passed and the Hold- 
ers were full of plans. This was the 
beginning of their family. “There 
would be other. babies, but Barbara 
Louise was the first. 

Barbara Louise was three months 
old when the spectre of tragedy en- 
tered their home. They noticed that 
the baby’s eyes were not in focus. 
They were not crossed, but they re- 
acted slowly and would not “track.” 

More disturbing symptoms fol- 
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lowed quickly—a _ stiff back which 
made the infant hold her head in an 
unnatural position, a wracking cough 
and a constantly-growing nervous 
tension which made her jump at the 
Slightest disturbance. 

In May, 1942, Barbara Louise died 
at the age of 11 months. 

Lipoidosis, the doctors said. “Li- 
poid” is the medical term for patho- 
logical fattiness. Barbara Louise's 
tiny glands had betrayed her, storing 
fat from her food in spleen, liver and 
brain cells while the rest of her body 
literally starved. The disease, so far, 
100 per cent fatal, deposits fat inside 
the individual body cells, rather than 
between them. Doctors told the Hold- 
ers there was no specific treatment 
for it. | 

The young couple tried to forget 
their sorrow. The following August 
they were made happy again by the 
knowledge that another baby was on 
the way. The Holders prayed and 
planned. This time it would be dif- 
ferent. 

In April, 1943, William was born. 
He, like Barbara Louise, was a fine, 
healthy baby. Surely lightning would 
not strike twice in the same place. 

“We were so happy, so wonderful- 
ly happy,” Mrs. Holder recalls. “We 
planned on another right away!”

Then, when Billy was only a few 
months old, the shadow fell again. 
The same dread symptoms—eyes out 
of focus, the wracking cough, the 
stiff back, the nervous tension-——ap- 
peared. Terror-stricken, the parents 
rushed Billy to Children’s Hospital in 
Los Angeles. The doctors there shook 
their heads. Billy died in November, 
seven months old. 

A year and a half passed. The 
Holders, their grief somewhat healed 
by time, were expecting another 
baby. Too late, they learned that 
medical Science was beginning to sus- 
pect what it now Knows to be true— 
lipoidosis is hereditary. 

The thought that they were bring- 
ing another baby into the world to 
early, certain misery and death was 
horrifying. It was with them always, 
day and night. 

In the wee small hours Holder 
would comfort his wife, and together 
with prayer they would séek to re- 
kindle a hope that had flickered out. 
Perhaps a kindly Providence would 
spare them further grief. 

Carol Dee was born in November, 
1945. Like her two predecessors, she 
was at first apparently a normal, 
healthy baby. The Holders were now 
prepared, however. They watched in 
agony, day after day, and at five 
months they knew again. The same 
old symptoms—eyes, cough, back, 
nerves. 

Crushed in spirit but hoping that 
their tragedy might be of assistance 
in averting similar tragedies for 
others, they took Carol Dee _ to 
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Children’s Hospital and pleaded: 

“We know you can’t save her. But 
surely you can learn about lipoidosis 
from her and somewhere, sometime 
save somebody else’s doomed child. 
We are willing that you conduct any 
experiment whatever, It might mean 
the saving of many lives to come!” 

A doctor whose name, by his 
agreement with the Holders, cannot 
be revealed, took charge. He was not 
hopeful, but he would try. He began 
treatments with an electronic device, 
bombarding Carol Dee's affected 
glands with the invisible waves used 
in radar, sonar and other war-born 
discoveries. 

Little Carol Dee seemed to get bet- 
ter. And one -of the known facts 
about lipoidosis is that it grows pro- 
gressively worse. She still held her 
head a trifle unnaturally. She still 
had trouble with her eyes. But the 
nervous tension relaxed somewhat 
and she had an obvious effort to fo- 
cus on objects. 

Carol Dee advanced enough so 
that she returned home again, con- 
tinuing the treatments by visit rather 
than being under 24-hour supervision. 

But the fondest hopes of the Hold- 
ers were to be dashed again. Carol] 
Dee. likegher infant brother and sis- 
ter wefore her, died. There wasn’t 
even the solace of a medical report 
that something significant had been 
learned from her case. 

Physicians say that the Holders’ 
chances of bringing a normal baby in- 
to the world are only one in eight, 
adding that if married to other per- 
sons neither would likely become the 
parent of a lipoidosis child. 

The -unique experience of the 
radio technician and his wife has 
brought them first hope and then 
despair, in rapid succession, time 
after time. 

Now their prayer is that other 
babies eventually may be spared.

The Courts of Two States Are Still 

Plagued by a Young Husband's Unus- 

ual Promise in 1895 and His Disavowal 
of It in 1907. 


CHOES of a strange pact made a 
half century ago by a pretty 
bride and her adoring spouse— 

they agreed to remain husband and 
wife in name only—are being heard 
now in a $1,000,000 court battle. 

The stake is the estate left by 
Clement R. H. Cunningham, wealthy 
Pennsylvania steel man. The ques- 
tion to be decided is whether Wife 
No. 1, Irene Shimer Cunningham, 
who insisted on the strange vow, 
is entitled te share in it with Wife 
No. 2, Marie Eby Cunningham. 

Jurists of Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey are hearing new arguments 
and examining old records, trying to 
solve the puzzle. 

It was on a summer day in 1895 
that Cunningham, then a poor youth 
of 21, asked Irene Shimer, the daugh- 
ter of a wealthy Philadelphia busi- 
nessman, to marry him. 

She accepted with one proviso. He 
must promise that their marriage re- 
main forever kissless. They would 
be loving companions, but that was 


The smitten Cunningham agreed. 
He'd promise anything, he decided, if 
only the lovely Irene would marry 
him. 

They were married on Dec. 4, 
1895, and for 12 years the pact was 
kept. No kisses, no caresses. Mean- 
while, Cunningham’s fortunes pros- 
pered. He entered the steel casting 
business in 1900, and in 1905 he 
founded the Crucible Steel Casting 
Company of Lansdowne, Pa. He 
joined the Union League and the 
Aronimink Golf Club. 

But in 1907 he walked out on the 
“idealistic marriage” he had agreed 
to and started the fight which is 
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yet to see its last skirmish. 

Cunningham sued for divorce 
in Philadelphia Common Pleas 
Court in 1910. He contended that 
his wife’s insistence on the con- 
tinuance of their pact constituted 
crueity and desertion. 

The divorce was granted. Then 
Irene appealed, and for five years 
the battle raged, until in 1915 the 
State Superior Court handed down its 
decision. 

“Mrs. Cunningham,” wrote Judge 
John B. Head, “had every reason to 
believe that her conception of what 
she viewed as the better idea of the 
way in which two married people 
should live was fully shared by her 
proposed husband . .. The divorce is 
refused.” 

Cunningham was ordered to pay 
Irene $250 a month support. This 
figure was reduced in 1932 to $140. 
Payments were made until December, 
1943, when they stopped. 

Irene investigated. She learned 
that Cunningham had died. To her 
astonishment, she also learned that 
Cunningham long ago had divorced 
her in Mexico and subsequently had 
remarried. 


In detail, she discovered that Cun- 
ningham had gone to Yucatan in 1917 
to sret his decree. He had waited 
nine more years and then had mar- 
ried Marie Eby, of Moorestown, N. J., 
and had lived in Marie’s home. 

His will, probated in Burlington 
County, N. J., left his entire fortune 
to “Marie Eby, my beloved wife.” 

Irene Cunningham went-into the 
Surrogate’s Court of Burlington 
County, N. J., and contended that she 
was entitled to a widow’s rights in 
the $1,000,000 estate. She was Cun- 


ningham’s only legal wife, she said, 
because she had not been notified of 
the Mexican divorce action and it 
therefore was invalid. 

Cunningham’s second marriage, 
she charged, was bigamous. Mexican 
divorces are not recognized in Penn- 
‘syivania and New Jersey, she said, 
and even if they were, Cunningham 
was legally a resident of Pennsyl- 
vania, and New Jersey courts had no 
jurisdiction over disposal of his 
property. 

The New Jersey court. rejected 
Irene’s plea last fall and named 
Marie administrator of the estate. 

But Irene was not ready to sur- 
render. Independently wealthy and 
owner of an expensive residence ina 
Philadelphia suburb, she went to 
Florida for the winter after telling 
her attorneys to keep on fighting. 

They did. Attorney Harry Gold- 
bacher gathered many affidavits to 
show that Cunningham really had 
been a Pennsylvania resident at the 
time of his death. ‘These affidavits so 
impressed the Register of Wills of 
Delaware County, Pa., where Cun- 
ningham’s steel works are located, 
that he issued to Goldbacher letters 
of administration for the estate. 

This puts two states at odds over 
who should hold the money, with 
more complications already forming.

Irene’s attorney filed a bill in 
equity in the Camden County (New 
Jersey) Court of Chancery to force 
Marie to give an accounting of the 
estate. Marie’s attorney entered ob- 
jections but these were overruled. 

Outcome of this case, which is 
listed for trial with no date set, is 
necessary before Irene can take 
further steps in her Delaware County, 
Pa., fight to prove her right to the 
estate. 

During the summer, Irene’s attor- 
ney also won a ruling in a Phila- 
delphia court restraining Marie from 
selling certain Pennsylvania stocks 
which are part of the estate. 

Marie, on the other hand, may 
appeal the ruling of the register in 
Pennsylvania. 

Overshadowed by the present legal 
problems is the unique agreement 
made so long ago by the young suitor 
and his beloved. But certainly no one 
can doubt the far-reaching conse- 
quences of a_ kissless vow which 
eventually controls the disposition of 
$1,000,000 and may set off a new 
version of The War Between the 
States. 

With women generals leading op- 
posing Pennsylvania and New Jersey 
legal armies into battle, anything 
can happen. Only one thing is cer- 
tain—-no clash can drown out the 
whispered words which started all 
the trouble.

Cowgirl Frances Gardiner 
Rides Herd Out Montauk

late. She should have been prowling 
the wilds of Long Island back in 1639 
with her ancestor, Lion Gardiner, and 
his pal, Indian Chief Wyandanch. 

lustead, the 27-year-old society 
belle is doing the next best thing. 
She's riding the range as a $25-a- 
week cowgirl at the Deep Hollow 
Ranch, Montauk Point, Long Island, 
the oldest cattle ranch in the country, 
and just 125 miles east, not west, of 
New York City. 

Deep Hollow was established in 
1655 when Wyandanch gave to a 
group of East Hampton, L. L., pioneers 
the right to graze their cattle and 
sheep in the Common Pasture at 
Montauk. At the turn of the 20th 
century, Col. ‘Teddy Roosevelt, his 
Rough Riders and their horses re- 
cuperated from the Spanish-American 
War at Deep Hollow. 

The dudes and city slickers from 
New York who go to the ranch for 
a touch of Western life look a little 
askance at the|slender, long-legged 
cowrir!, who talks with a Western 
twang, and can ride a horse, rope a 
steer, or bust a bronco with the best 

Franny Gardiner laconically leads 
the pack up the historic trails, paus- 
ing only to aid a rider in distress or 
to be sure the tenceriteet are safe. 

There were (CGardiners on Long 
Island long before there were Whit- 
neys, Vanderbilts or Astors. Chief 
Wyandanch, undisputed leader of the 
Long Island set in Colonial days, gave 
his friend, Lion Gardiner, the deed to 
Gardiner’s Island, a site four miles 
off Rocky Point, Montauk. 

It was a gift of gratitude since 
Gardiner had rescued the Chief’s 
daughter, Quashwan, from the Nar- 
ragansett Indians. In the succeeding 
11 generations, the Gardiner for- 
tunes have reputedly prospered and 
waned. Now the family is largely 
“land poor.” The only member of the 
illustrious clan to maintain her wealth 
is the elderly Miss Sarah D. Gardiner, 
owner of the 3500-acre island. 

According to legend, Captain Kidd 
buried his booty there in 1646.

Franny’s 
recollection of the legend is that

Frances was born in New York 
City, March 16, 1919.

She named her fzvor- 
ite horses “Tony” after Tom Mix’s 
famous stallion. Franny’s present 
Tony is a Tennessee walking horse 
and cost his mistress $250. He wears 
a saddle carrying the FG brand, regis- 
tered by the Long Island cowgir! in 
New York State. 

In 1936, she vacationed at the 
Bones Bros. ranch in Burney, Mon- 
tana. There she perfected the cowboy 
tricks of bucking, roping and riding. 
She returned to the ranch the next 
summer and learned about something 
else—love. She lost her heart to a 
cowboy and discovered that, for her, 
men were not as reliable as horses. 

Her heart has been broken since, 
she says, but never her spirit. Like a 
real horsewoman, she’s game and 
tries again. 

After Pearl Harbor, she joined

A girl once wrote an engaging 

diary in which she told how to 
get wealth and a husband at the same 
time. She was an authority. 

Twenty years, three husbands, and 
several hundred thousand dollars 
later, the author of that diary, now a 
svelte, stylish matron, again has 
proved that she knew what she was 
talking about. She recently wed her 
fourth wealthy husband. 

Her name is Frances “Peaches” 
Heenan Browning Hynes Civelli Will- 
son, better known, perhaps, as just 
plain Peaches Browning. Her present 
husband, Ralph Willson, is a member 
of a wealthy Ohio family. Peaches, 
wealthy in her own right and the 
apple of hér proud mother’s eye, has 
done it again. 

Only a few months before her mar- 
riage, in April, Peaches was praised 
by her mother, Mrs. Caroline Heenan, 
as “the wisest of all the girls who 
made the headlines in the ’20s.

Peaches then took the stand, to 
the delight of her vast public of the 
gay ‘'20s, and accused her husband 
of all sorts of eccentric behavior. 

Peaches knew what she was doing 
when she held out for legal separa- 
tion as opposed to divorce. ‘The courts 
decided in her favor, and she stayed 
married, although she was his wife 
on paper only. 

This marital status, 
meant money to Peaches. Browning 
was in failing health. If he died, 
Peaches, as his wife, was entitled to 


however, 


fulldower 
rights, or one 
third of the net 
value of his 
estate. 

In 1934, 
Browning 
passed away, 
after having 
added a codicil 
to his will, 
stating that 
Peaches had 
caused him 
“great mental 
distress and 
worries, humil- 
iation, embar- 
rassment, and 
the unwar- 
ranted and 
unnecessary 
expenditure of 
money.” 

His estate, at 
his death, was 
estimated to be 
worth at least 
$8,000,000. 
Peaches went 
into.court, 
determined to 
fight for her 
rights, and, in- 
cidentally, one- 
third of $8,000,000, but she settled for 
$170,000 cash. 

That was a smart move. Exactly 
what remains of that $8,000,000 hasn't 
been settled yet, 12 years after 
Browning’s death. His holdings were 
in real estate, bought up during the 
confused period .following the ‘’29 
crash. Without his genius to manipu- 
Jate them, the value of the holdings 
shrank. Costly litigation, realtors say, 
has further reduced the value of the

estate. They es- 
timate that it 
isn’t now worth 
much more than 
$500,000. 

To show what might have hap- 
pened to Peaches, here’s what hap- 
pened to Browning’s adopted 

daughter, born Dorothy Sunshine, 
now the widow of Clarence B. Hood, 
a North Carolina laundryman. Dor- 
othy was willed $14,000 a year while 
a minor and $25,000 a year at 21. 

She reached her 21st birthday in 
1937, but there wasn't enough money 
to set up the trust fund to pay her. 
She got a few pieces of real estate, 
and that’s just about all. Her husband 
died in 1944, and.Dorothy now lives 
quitely in North Carolina, still en- 
titled to $25,000 a year which she 
may never get. 

Peaches, with $170,000, went into 
vaudeville from which, Broadwayites 
estimated, she picked up $125,000. 

She also got another husband, 
Bernard J. Hynes, a Denver theatrical 
magnate, who, while not as wealthy 
as Browning, had considerable money 
of his own. That marriage ended in 
the divorce courts in 1937. 

In 1941, Peaches eloped. Her third 
husband, was also well-to-do. He was 
Joseph C. Civelli, an executive of a 
San Francisco department store. 

Peaches gave several tips to the 
millions of other little shopgirls— 
how to tell if a man really has money, 
and then, how to get him to the altar. 
She called her opus “Honeymoon 
Diary,” and it said: 

“Oh, wonderful man! Marvelous 
husband! He treats me like I am a 
princess and he is my oriental 
slave...”’ That was Daddy Browning. 

What about husband No. 3? She 
filed a “friendly” uncontested suit 
in Reno, and got a divorce from 
Civelli, After it came _ through, 
Peaches told her friends that she 
might marry again, but it certainly 
wouldn’t be to Ralph Willson, a re 
cently-discharged veteran. 

That was last February. In April, 
Peaches entered matrimony for the 
fourth time, and the bridegroom was 
the same Ralph Willson.

Lonnie Tryon Was Strictly 
a Form Player Even With 
His Own Life

| HEN great plungers are being mentioned, 
W one must add the name of Lonnie Tryon 

to the list that includes Ted Coy who 
performed on the football field; Big Boy Paterson 
who won his rep in the prize ring (or on the 
canvas thereof) and Johnny Weissmuller, who 
confined his operations to swimming pools. 
Lonnie differed from the others in that he did 
his plunging at race tracks and gambling joints. 
He would bet on anything except his own life, 
which explains why Lonnie the Boy Plunger of the 
West is now the late Mr. Tryon. 

It would have been just as hard for Lonnie 
to escape his race track destiny as for a duck to 
avoid an aquatic career in the Great Dismal 
Swamp. Son of “Vet” Tryon, a trotting horse 
trainer, Lonnie was brought up from the very 
craddle with the tang of siables in his nostrils.

While other kids of his age were playing with 
rocking horses, Lonnie had the real article at his 
disposal, as he traveled the Pacific Coast from San 
Diego to Vancouver and back with his indulgent 
dad. Amid such surroundings he could hardly 
escape being inoculated with the gambling virus. 

By the time he was 13, Tryon, Jr., was training 
an old mare or two that his father turned over to 
him. But at the Haggin Farm which Tryon, Sr., 
managed for a noted Western horseman, Lonnie 
switched his allegiance from trotters to runners. 

Before he was old enough to vote (assuming 
he was interested in such extraneous matters) 
Lonnie had won and lost thousands. His friends 
said he was gambler first and horseman second. 
He’d win thousands at the track, thanks to his 
knowledge of the noble beast and then blow his 
gains, “bucking the tiger” in a faro game. Like 
so many other plungers, Lonnie didn’t have any 
other bad habits except gambling. He didn’t

smoke, drink or “chase.” Boyish. looking, blond, 
Slender and dressed immaculately in finely 
tailored clothes, Lonnie could have been a matinee 
idol but he played all his matinees at the race 
track or in the gaming room and had no time to 
spare for women. A friend in need never had to 
chase Lonnie Tryon, though. He always gave. 


Re IN’S philosophy of life was embodied in 
two rules he adopted early in his career: 

1. Money is just something to bet and should 
never be allowed to control one’s life. 

2. Never back a horse on “information” unless 
you have a line on his form, 

Before hitting New York in the golden year of 
1924 when everyone was playing the stock market 
and piling up fabulous wealth, Lonnie operated in 
such jerkwater breed-improving centers as Moose- 
jaw, Sask., and Tia Juana, Mexico. 

Moosejaw remembered Lonnic for an incident

that epitomizes his whole career. At a trotting 
meet there one day, the Boy Plunger had won 
$2,500 on a pacing race and desiring as usual to 
share his prosperity with his friends, he invited 
12 of them to dinner. 


ACTER being seated in the town’s best res- 

taurant with his party, Tryon learned there 
was a faro bank upstairs and excused himself “for 
a few minutes.’’ Meanwhile, a race track character 
named Carr who had lost his shirt at the track 
that afternoon was trying to find someone he knew 
in town who would add $2 to the deuce he and 
his wife had between them so that they could 
hire a hotel room for the night. 

Wandering into the restaurant in his quest for 
“bail,” Carr was told that Lonnie Tryon had made 
a killing that afternoon and was upstairs playing 
faro. 

As he took the stairs two at a bound, Carr 
bumped head-on into Lonnie on the way down, 
and, holding out the $2 as a preliminary to mak- 
ing his touch spiel, was dumbfounded when 
Lonnie, without a word, grabbed the two dollars, 
did an about-face and ran upstairs again without 
uttering a word. Lonnie who had gone broke on 
his race track winnings, now ran the borrowed 
deuce up to $3,500. His gambling urge appeased, 
Tryon returned to the restaurant, invited the Carrs 
to sit in with the rest of the party for dinner and 
then generously staked the couple. 

In Tryon’s day, racing was restricted to the 
bush meetings in the West and New York, Ken- 
tucky and Ontario in the East. When the Tia 
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Juana course was opened in 1916, Lonnie shipped 
his stable to the Mexican track. 

In the next few years he prospered in Tia 
Juana, became recognized as a brilliant trainer 
and developed a powerful yen to go after some of 
the big money in New York. 

At the Mexican track he had ‘formed two 
strong friendships. One was with Gene Normile, 
who later was to serve as Jack Dempsey’s man- 
ager, and the other with Marvin Allen, gambling 
king of the Mexican border. Every die and wheel 
that moved in Nogales, Calexico and Tia Juana 
rolled up a percentage for Marvin. 

Marvin and Normile were to be Lonnie’s betting 
partners at New York and their betting medium 
would be the two stars of his racing string, Lady 
Myra and Paisley. 

Tom Shaw, Johnny McPherson, Frank Shan- 
non, Pete Blong and the other big time bookies at 
the metropolitan tracks hailed the three West- 
erners as butter and egg men,. ripe for picking, 
when they showed up in the betting ring. All the 
big operators were known to the shrewd gents 
perched on their high stools, exchanging knowing 
glances as the three strangers with all the crisp 
currency shopped for the best prices on a mare 
named Lady Myra, of whom New York horsemen 
had never heard. The Three Babes from the 
Woods got 6 to 1 for their money and cleaned up 
thousands when Lady Myra won. Their agreement 
was to let all their winnings ride on Lady Myra 
for three successive races and split up the profits 
three ways. So, with the whole bankroll riding 
on Lady Myra in the second race, she won once 
more, this time at even money. 

“Now we go back with it all,”’ said Lonnie. The 
books, convinced that Lady Myra couldn’t w.n 
three in a row offered 8 to 1, win; 3 to 1, place; 
and 3 to 2, show. 

“Why can’t we play it safe and bet the works 
on show?” pleaded Normile. 

“Bet it all to win,” commanded Lonnie. “At 
least bet mine that way.” Lonnie’s faith in Lady 
Myra prevailed. The wager was to win. 

You could have heard the moan of the bookies 
in Times.Square that afternoon when Lady Myra 
thundered home in front for the third time in a 
row. The three partners had cleaned up over a 
million on the three races. Normile and Marvin 
counted their money and decided they had tempted 
Lady Luck enough. But for Lonnie, the game was 
just starting to get interesting. So, as Normile 
and Marvin returned to the West, listing under 
the weight of their bookie loot, Lonnie stayed on, 
with $300,000 in cash and $90,000 in credit with 
the books, resolved to fight it out if it took all 
summer. He wanted to send Messrs. Shaw, Shan- 
non, Blong, McPherson and the rest to the poor. 
house before he quit. He might have, too, but for 
circumstances over which he had no control. 

When Lady Myra started at Belmont Park for 
her fourth Eastern race, almost every cent Lonnie 


had was riding on her. Just before the race, Ray 
Carter, the jockey Tryon had brought East, came 
to him and told him that certain bookmakers had 
offered him $20,000 to “take” the mare. 

Turning to his agents, Tryon said: “Just keep 
betting. They can’t beat her.” Lonnie was cocky. 
Lonnie was sure. But Lonnie was wrong. 

At the break from the barrier three horses 
formed a tight “V” around Lady Myra, acting as 
an extremely unwelcome bodyguard. Jockey Car- 
ter tried to break through to go out in front, but 
the other three riders knew their business. 

At the first turn Lady Myra was smack in the 
middle of the “V.” She stayed there on the back 
stretch. Every time Carter sought to pass left or 
right he found the way blocked. The other boys 
jeered at him--“Yah, yah, yah!’’~-and held their 
formation like a good football backfield. 

Down the home stretch Lady Myra was still 
imprisoned, and she was “V"’-bound when she 
crossed the wire -far from first. 

All but broke, Lonnie arranged through a 
friend for $10,000 credit with Long Tom Shaw. 
Recalling the incident later, Shaw said: “I thought 
he’d bet it $1,000 at a time and try to get back 
gradually. But no! Nothing would do him except 
to blow it all on one horse.”’ 


VW/ FILE racing his stable in St. Louis the year 
after his New York coup-that-failed,. Lonnie 
was stricken with a sharp pain in his right side. A 
doctor who was called advised him to enter a 
hospital at once and have his appendix removed. 

After the doctor had left, Lonnie summoned 
his friend, Frank Sullivan, and said: “Doc So and 
So says I have to be operated on for appendicitis. 
Look up his form. Find out how many such oper- 
ations he performed recently and how many of 
his patients are still alive.” 

Sullivan investigated and reported back that 
in the preceding fortnight the doctor in question 
had performed 13 appendectomies and that all but 
the last patient had_ recovered. 

“He lost his last race,” reflected Lonnie, “The 
guy must be tailing off, losing his form. That 
sawbones won't sink his dirk in me!” 

So, Lonnie ducked the operation. Four times 
in the next three years, this performance was 
repeated in Sacramento, San Diego, Reno and 
San Francisco. Each time Lonnie was stricken, 
his friend Sullivan made a form chart on the 
doctor designated to do the cutting. Each time 
Lonnie looked at the figures and scratched the 
surgeon. 

In the spring of 1928, Lonnie came up with a 
colt named Enoch whom he had “hidden” at Agua 
Caliente and who, his judgment of horseflesh told 
him, could compete with the best in the land. 

“T'll win a half million on this baby in one 
race,” said Lonnie confidently as he borrowed 
shipping money. Entraining at San Diego with 
his jockey, trainer and staff and with his horses 
loaded on express cars, the Boy Plunger was 
headed East again, this time resolved to make 
the bookies pay dearly for the humiliation they 
had caused him four years earlier. 

Before the train had reached Yuma, Ariz., 
Lonnie was stricken deathly ill. Rushed to a hos- 
pital in Yuma, unconscious, Lonnie didn’t have 
either the time or inclination to check on the sur- 
geon’s form this time. He didn’t even regain 
consciousness to. hear the verdict: “Ruptured 
appendix and peritonitis.” 

In those days, peritonitis was a death sentence. 
Two days latef, the Great Racing Gamble had 
ended for Lonnie Tryon, the Boy Plunger from 
the West who set out to break the books and 
wound up rupturing his appendix.

T THE turn of the century the 

Dow Chemical Company was 

a one-room shack on the 
Michigan salt flats. Today, this fabu- 
lous industrial empire is the golden 
product of a laboratory experiment 
and two men’s faith in # and them- 
selves. 

The first of these men, Dr. Herbert 
Henry Dow, is now dead. The other, 
Dr. Willard Henry Dow, his son and 
co-worker, is chemistry’s man of the 
year for 1946. 

The junior Dow, two nights ago 
awarded the Chemical Industry Medal 
“for conspicuous service to applied 
chemistry,” is a slim, still youthful 
realist who believes in God and has 
a clear eye on the future and an 
equally clear measure of its needs. 

Like so many of his famed con- 
temporaries, he holds that science and 
religion complement each other and 
he sees science the gainer in its 
gradual return to the acceptance of 
what he calls an omnipotent plan. 

“We are so much better informed 
than our fellows of generations ago,” 
he says, “that we have enough 
perspective to recognize our _ insig- 
nificance in the divine order.” 

At 49, Dr. Dow looks as little like 
a scientist as any personable young 
businessman you might pass on the 
street. 

The man who helped his father 
convert his chemical discovery into a 
mighty industrial giant-——~a smooth- 
running, fast-producing organization 
that contributed spectacularly ‘o the 
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Dr. Dow—"'it Is 
Not Without 
Significance That 
Scientists Today 
Tend to Be 
Devoutly 
Religious.” 


Allied victory at arms—has no illu- 
sions about 
lives in. 

When people remember how the 
Dows lifted their bromine and mag- 
nesium riches from the earth’ and the 
deep sea and hail him as a genius 
and wonder man, young Dr. Dow is 
frankly irritated by the accolade. 

Genius, he reminds them, is 
nothing but hard work. 

“The will to work,” he says, “is 
the blessing we will sooner or later 
recognize as the only solution to all 
our man-made problems.” 

It is on this same will to work——to 
write off poverty and hardship as part 
of the overhead cost of accomplish- 
ment that the foundation of the 
$146,000,000 Dow Chemical Company 
now so securely rests. 

The Dow chronicle goes back 58 
years. It was at the Case School of 
Applied Science, in Cleveland, in 1888, 
that the late Dr. Dow made his 
epochal laboratory experiment, 

:.e discovered that bromine, the 
priceiess ingredient that stops “knock- 
ing’’ in automobile engines, could be

extracted from brine by electrolysis. 

He moved to Canton, Ohio, and 
established a bromine business. It 
failed and he tried again, setting up 
shop in the center of Michigan’s rich 
brine and salt deposits. These lay 
almost a mile under the ground. 

His son was born in 1897 and 
after a time the young company 
prospered. Dr. Dow, Sr., moved into 
other fields. In 1916, he had already 
produced metallic magnesium, but 
American industry turned a disbeliev- 
ing back on its claims. 

It was only after the Nazis’ mag 
nesium-made planes had nearly won 
the war in an all-out offensive by air 
that the nation learned the true value 
of the Dows’ 25 years of research 
into its production. 

It was magnesium, by Dow, that 
made it possible for us to build

lighter, faster warplanes and fill the 
skies over Europe with them. It was 
also magnesium that burned by bomb 
the cities of Germany and Japan, 

Dr. Dow, Sr., had died in 1930 
and his son was running his then 
gigantic enterprises when magnesium 
was sent to war on the side of the 
Allies. By the opening of the war, 
Dow engineers, were extracting this 
third lighter than aluminum metal 
from Atlantic sea water. 

Every cubic mile of salt rater 
contains 12 billion pounds of mag 
nesium and in 1942--the year of its 
most critical need—-Dow produced 84 
per cent of all the magnesium in 
America. 

Yet magnesium today represents 
only 10 per cent of the Dow com- 
pany’s annual production. During the 
war, Dow produced 50 per cent of the 
nation’s output of styrene, used in 
synthetic rubber, and it is a leader in 
the amazing growth of the plastics 
industry. Bsa 

Under the skilled direction of the 
second Dr. Dow, the company his 
father left him has become a dom- 
inant factor in every phase of indus- 
trial chemistry. From 1929 to the 
end of the last fiscal vear, while the 
industry as a whole expanded 50 per 
cent, Dow assets soared from $16,000.,- 
000 to an unprecedented $146,000,000. 

Dr. Dow sees all this as only the 
beginning. 

“The growth of the chemical in- 
dustry in the past few decades,” he 
says, “may be regarded as trifling 
when measured against what may 
come in the next few decades. Prac- 
tically everything manufactured today 
has been affected by chemistry.” 

Dr. Dow and hs colleagues are 
now extending their mining opera- 
tions in the Atlantic Ocean. ‘They 
have already taken gold from sea 
water, though the operation is not as 
yet profitable, and are seeking new 
methods of freeing-iodine and other 
chemicals with which the deép 
abounds. 

On his own part, Dr. Dow fore- 
sees almost limitless applications for 
chemistry. America’s future peace 
and prosperity, he says, depend on 
her self-sufficiency which can be pro- 
vided by her great natural resources. 

“It would be fatal, indeed,” he 
warns, “if following the war we sur- 
render our economic independence 
and place obstacles in the way of 
producing materials and goods 
domestically in order to build up an 
artificial system of world trade. 

“To the extent that any nation 
lacks self-sufficiency in basic raw and 
industrial materials, to the same ex- 
tent is she vulnerable to attack in 
time of war.” 

As for science and the scientist 
he is successful only in so far as he is 
able to interpret the “magnificent 
plan.” 

“It is not without significance,” 
concludes Dr. Dow, “that scientists 
today tend to be devoutly religious.”

HIS is one of two articles dealing 
with the ypsychological implications 
of fairy stories for children. ‘The 
previous article took up the ele- 
ments of danger inherent in them 
and the possible bad effects. This 
article gives the other side, Each 
point of view is to be taken into 
consideration if a balance is to be made between 
the two in the light of what we know today of the 
individual child’s needs. 

What do psychologists today think of fairy tales 
for children? They think of them as they do of all 
else in the developmental factors that impinge upon 
the child——that it depends upon which child is being 
considered. Just as we know that there is not one 
type of schooling best for all children of a certain 
age, or one type of diet they should all consume, 
or one life work they should all be encouraged to 
prepare for—so the mental food or imaginative 
materials on which they build their fantasy life 
must be given in the light of the particular child 
you are giving it to. 

Every. folk-craft has much to give in emotions. 
Take the emotional side out of fairy stories and. you 
have nothing, ‘The amount of fantasy of which the 
child is capable of absorbing wholesomely must be 
considered. I would want to know my child. There 
are fairy stories that are perfect for one child and 
yet these same tales might not be good for another. 
some fairy tales, far from being too imaginatively 
provocative, too sad, or too distressing, may be 
beneficial to those children who suffer from too 
little escape in their own imaginations. Just as 
dreams are thought to be needs fulfilled, some of 
this imaginative material supplies a need and gives 
the release the dream does in another way. 

In ali these stories an identification takes place. 
The child thinks with Jack in the story of “Jack 
and the Beanstalk,” for so the story is set. He

does not feel sorry when the wicked giant is killed, 
for he is entirely sympathetic with Jack. Jack’s 
success, Jack’s cunning are what make him breathe 
with a sigh of content when he hears, “Just as the 
great, wicked giant was coming through the gate, 
Jack threw the rope over his head and fastening 
the other end to a beam he pulled with all his might 
until he nearly strangled him. Then he drew his 
sword” with the result that you see in the picture 
accompanying this article. You will see if you ex- 
amine the modern versions that the words used to 
describe the killing are vague and abstract words. 

They paint no horrible picture. In fact, it would 
be hard to reconstruct in the mind’s eye any vivid 
picture from the descriptions given. It is, rather, 
a tale of struggle, of tremendous effort made by a 
little and weak person against great odds. The 
satisfaction comes from the fact that the little per- 
son wins. That is the point. 

Another version of the same story Says: “Jack 
cut off the giant’s legs just below the garter, and 
then Jack set his foot upon the giant’s neck and 
plunged the sword into his body.” It is a childish 
tale told in childish words. 

Characteristic of this self-identification with 
the hero of the story is the delight children take in 
the story of “Hansel and Gretel.” ‘The witch is a 
mere abstraction—another evil force that is tri- 
umphed over in the end. Hansel and Gretel win, 
and again the good is vindicated. It all comes out 
“right” from the child’s point of view. Left to his 
own devices, the child’s psyche supplies what that 
particular individual is needing and there is a re- 
lease of tensions. When this happens, once again 
a special child finds satisfaction in what the race 
has found satisfying through countless generations. 

Another great advantage of these fairy stories 
that hold the imagination with their vivid language 
and exciting concepts that must not be overlooked 
is that they are one of the principal ways of intro- 
ducing the compelling nature of words to the 
young. More and more, those of us who are coun- 
selling with young men and women as to their 
choice of a life work realize that words and the 
facile use of them are too often neglected today, 
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When the Witch Is 


More ability to use one’s native tongue, larger 
vocabularies, more skilled technique in reading are 
demanded on all sides. Words that charm the ear 
and challenge the mind, words that begin to do this 
at an early impressionable age build something in a 
child that will be his throughout his life. Stories 
that make for wonder hold him at an age when 
other material does not. Stories of love, and cour- 
age, and daring, and laughter—all of these we need. 

Perhaps because it has been worn down and 
smoothed by centuries of use, the folk tale or the 
fairy tale comes to us unified and in simple form. 
Its subject matter is universal and its language to 
the point and graphic. If they were to lose their 
adventure and vividness, they would lose all. They 
hold and captivate simply because they are as they 
are. They must not be changed too much. 

Human beings seem to need vicarious thrills and 
some first hand ones too—-some of them-—-to keep 
going. Why otherwise would prize fights, and 
football matches, and polo games, and mountain 
climbing enthrall their devotees so much? If 
there was not in these recreations an element of 
danger, what hold would they have? There is in 
some of us, too, a deep seated.vein of melancholy 
that needs expression even if it is only the second- 
hand expression that comes of the suffering and 
sadness one reads or hears about. All of these 
elements we find in the fairy tale and that is prob 
ably why, discuss its pros and cons how we will, 
it will continue in one form and another to be with 
man however long he lives on this planet.

NFLUENZA strikes at mil- 

lions of people like a 
viper, but scientists have 
now discovered two ways of 
drawing out its deadly 
fangs. 

While no specific cure for 
flu has yet been found, a 
recent discovery has greatly 
raised the hope that by use 
of certain drugs deaths from 
severe attacks of this dis- 
ease can be markedly re- 
duced. Also, new vaccines 
have been made, and it has 
been proved that they pro- 
tect people from epidemics. 

At the Washington Uni- 
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is developed dramatically. 
This has been shown at the 
University of Michigan, Ann 
Arbor, by Prof. Thomas 
Francis, Jr., Dr. Jones E. 
Salk and William M. Brace, 
investigators of influenza 
and other epidemics. 
Towards the end of 1945, 
there was an outbreak of 
influenza, particularly of 
Type B virus, and it spread 
among Army men, too, sta- 
tioned at the university cen- 
ter. Professor Francis vacci- 
nated 600 Army men, and 
among them were only 
seven influenza cases in the 
entire epidemic season.

No Specific Cure for Influenza Has Been Found, but 
Science Has Discovered Ways of Fighting the Malady 
end Cutting Down Its Toll of Victims. 


versity of Medicine, St. 
Louis, Drs. Carl G. Hart- 
ford, W. Barry Wood and 
Mary Ruth Smith have 
found, by experiments, that 
death and violent illness ir 
influenza can be very great- 
ly decreased by the use of 
the well known sulfa drugs. 

These drugs do not cure 
flu itself, for this disease is 
caused by virus, an infec- 
tious agent that is smaller 
than the ordinary germ and 
cannot be destroyed by the 
chemicals. They destroy 
germs that produce pneu- 
monia in the body already 
sickened by the flu virus. 

It was also found that 
sulfa-pyridine had no effect 
at all upon the growth of 
the flu viruses of A or B 
types themselves. That is, 
the virus produced injuries 
in the lungs, whether or not 
the drug was administered. 
The greater menace of the 
virus, which is the develop- 
ment of fatal pneumonia 
through the growth of 
germs in virus-injured lung: 
tissues, was effectively 
checked. 


OWEVER, if the flu 

virus itself is virulent 
enough it would cause 
death, unaffected by the sul- 
fa drugs which cannot de- 
stroy it anyway. Is there 
nothing that science can do 
to check the ferocity of in- 
fluenza itself? 

Recently it has been 
proved that influenza can be 
prevented in most cases by 
the use of special vaccines. 
If people are vaccinated 
with A and B influenza vac- 
cines—-prepared by growing 
the viruses in chick eggs, 
and then killing them—pro- 
tection against the scourge 
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1100 men who had not been 
thus immunized. 

“The evidence clearly indi- 
cates that subcutaneous 
(under the skin) vaccination 
with inactivated’ § (killed) 
virus types A and B exerted 
striking protective’ effect 
against epidemic influenza 
B.” 

Vaccination for influenza 
gives protection for only a 
few months, at the most for 


six months to a year. It * 


would be effective if it is 
employed just before an epi. 
demic breaks out. How can 
it be foretold when such an 
explosion of the disease 
might occur? 


CCORDING to Professor 

Francis and his col- 
leagues, influenza of A as 
well as of B types flares up 
in epidemic form at inter- 
vals of four or five years. 
Between these peaks, the 
disease in either form re- 
mains mild and _ sneaks 
around more or less con- 
cealed as “common cold,” or 
even as fever or fatigue or 
stomach disturbance of un- 
known origin. -It can be de- 
tected by special tests which 
reveal the presence of the 
flu virus or of the anti- 
bodies (blood chemicals) 
which fight the virus with- 
in the human body. 

Thus the scientists can 
forecast the coming of an 
influenza epidemic wave. 

Scientific research, how- 
ever, must go on to discover 
specific cures and more 
powerful vaccines. The new- 
est electron microscopes, 
with magnifying powers of 
about 200,000 times and 
more, will play a very im- 
portant part in the study 
of the influenza viruses.

df Y DAUGHTER gave us no hint what- 
ever about going away,” Mrs. Joel P. 


stokes told County Attorney Lewis 
Morris. “It wasn’t like her at all to leave town so 
suddenly without saying anything about it.” 

“When did you sec Fudora last?” Morris asked. 

“Fourteen days ago--on March 6th. We had 
lunch together.” 

Mrs. Stokes, whose husband, Eudora’s step- 
father, was a leading rea] estate man of Oklahoma 
City, Okla., said she had received a telegram from 
San Francisco on the 17th. Ostensibly from her 
daughter, it told her not to worry. 

“But I have a terrible feeling that something 
has happened to her!” the mother said. 

“Why should you feel that way, Mrs. Stokes?” 

“Her name was misspelled! The telegram was 
signed like this!” 

She borrowed a pencil from her husband, sit- 
ting at her side in Morris’ office, and wrote 
“U. Dora.” 

“That could -be the fault of the telegraph 
people,” said Morris. “What does her husband 
say? Has he heard from her?” 

she shook her head. Eudora’s husband, Roger 
Cunningham, good-looking, 33-year-old FHA in- 
spector, had said he had last seen her on the night 
of Monday, the 6th, she said. He had met her at 
a theater and driven to the railroad station, where 
she boarded a train for the West Coast. 

“She had made up her mind suddenly, he told 
me,” the mother continued. “He said it was some- 
thing about a radio program in which she was 
interested.” 

“Could it have been another man?” the county 
attorney queried. 

Mrs. Stokes said she felt sure it hadn’t been 
anything like that. Her pretty daughter, now 30, 
a graduate of Oklahoma University, had married 
Cunnipgham just three years before while both 
were teaching high school. Cunningham was the 
son of the late Dr. Samuel R. Cunningham, a well- 
to-do and secially prominent physician. 

“If Eudora had pianned an elopement, or any 
sort of extended trip,” the stepfather said, “we 
feel sure that she would have taken more of her 
belongings than she did.”

Mrs. Stokes, “but we noticed that quite a lot of 
clothes she would ordinarily wear on such a trip 
are still in the house.” 

“Yes, it is an odd circumstance,” Morris 
agreed. “Well, we will see what we can find out.” 

The things Morris found out included: 

1. Mrs. Cunningham had not reported at the 
Foster School, where she worked as a librarian, 
since Monday, the 6th. Cunningham had ex- 
plained that she was ill.. Later a school official 
had called at the Cunningham home to inquire 
into her health. Cunningham had stated that 
she’d gone to Illinois to see a sick relative. 

2. Neighbors and friends had inquired about 


“Oh, she took only 
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,—where you are not known. 


Eudora and some had been told by the husband 
that she had gone to Texas. 

3. Cunningham had said he put his wife on a 
train for the West Coast, yet the railroad’s records 
showed that not a single ticket to the Coast had 
been sold on March 6. 

4. The telegram signed “U. Dora” had been 
written and sent by one Monte Dillingham, a 
friend of Cunningham who had formerly worked 
for the FHA in Oklahoma City. / 

“Cunningham asked me to send the message,” 
he told police in San Francisco. “His letter reached 
me on the 16th and I sent the wire right away. 
I figured it was some sort of joke.” 

However, Cunningham certainly had’ not 
seemed in a joking mood in the letter he sent en- 
closing the message and the money to pay for it. 
Here is what he wrote: 

“Spike: 

“Please get this straight, just as fast as you 
can get to a Postal or Western Union sub-station 
Destroy this letter 
and keep this to yourself. I will explain it all to 
you some day. 

“Please-—please—do this for me. 

“Keep the change—if any. 

“ROGER.” 

“T sure hope things are looking better for you 
and that you have a chance—to make it out there. 
You may have to find a spot for me. Do not tell 
Harry and Stormy.— Rog.” 

On another sheet of paper he had written, 
“Hurry, Spike. I need help. Destroy. Destroy. 
Explain later. Thanks. Hurry, Spike. Speed.” 

If this were part of a joke, then Cunningham's 
words had a most extraordinary air of urgency. 
Yet when Morris questioned him about it back in 
Oklahoma City, he insisted that Dillingham had 
figured correctly. All a joke. Didrt mean a 
thing. As for his wife’s whereabouts, he hadn't 
the faintest idea where she’d gone. 

Descriptions of the missing woman were broad- 
cast every two hours, but, while numerous tips 
and reports poured into headquarters, no trace of 
her developed. NMieanwhile, Cunningham preferred 
to remain in jail under suspicion rather than hire 
a lawver and demand his release. 

On Wednesday, the 22nd, John N. Williams, .at- 
tendant at a parking lot on North Grand ave., 
Oklahoma City, had this to renort.. 

He said that, shortly after dawn, March 7, he 
had found a car parked in the lot, and a man be- 
hind the wheel had asked directions to the nearest 
hospital, as he had a man in the back seat who 
neeced an emergericy operation.

I couldn't see the 
patient at all,” Williams told Chief Deputy Sheriff 
Fred Smith. “I told the man how to get toa 
hospital, and he drove away,” 

Deputy Smith took Williams to see Cunning- 
ham, still available in the jail. 

“That's the guy!” he exclaimed. 

Cunningham told him he must be mistaken. 

“No,” said Williams, “you’re the fellow.” 

The search for Eudora Cunningham intensi- 
fied. Every railroad station was closely watched, 
as well as every airport. Officers checked all 
hotels and rooming houses. Highway patrolmen 
were ordered to examine every culvert and bridge. 

On Thursday, the 23rd, Cunningham called in 
lawyers. 

On Friday the lawyers moved for a habeas 
corpus hearing, and County Attorney Morris 
b@ran to worry, knowing that he would not be 
able to hold his suspect much longer than another 
day unless some sort of break occurred. 

On Friday evening he hae Cunningham 
brought to his office. 

“Cunningham,” he began, “aren’t you about 
ready to tell me what happened to your wife?” 

“I don’t know what happened to her.” 

“Listen. There’s only one way out for you, and 
that’s to get everything off your chest.”

“After this I drove to the Post Office Building, 
and stayed until 11 a®@d then I went home and 
packed three traveling bags with her clothes and 
took them to the south end of the May ave. bridge 
and threw them off on the west side by the squat- 
ter shacks—-then I drove home. 

“ROGER W. CUNNINGHAM.” 


He sketched a map of the spot, then under- 
neath wrote, “Take her to Street & Draper,” re- 
ferring to a local undertaking firm. 

The body was found within an hour 

“T lost my temper in a quarrel,” Cunningham 
explained to reporters. “Things hadn't been going 
well in our life together. She was always nagging 
me for working so much and neglecting her.” 


Hy * and Eudora, on the evening of March 6, had 
driven to the 3600 block, where a sul<ivision 
was under construction. Fle wished to check house 
numbers, he said, to see whether the workmen 
had fixed them properly, as there had heen dis- 


crepancies in the FHA records. While they were 
parked there beside a sewer ditch, he went on, the 
usual quarrel developed. 

“T lost all sense,” he related. “I got out of the 
car, and then she got out, and I don't know what 
happened. My temper got the better of me. When 
it was over she was dead.” 

Why had he confessed after holding out so 
long? ‘This was his reply: 

“When Morris got io talking about choking, 
it got me. Then, too, | knew I was going to be 
released, and I knew I would have to go home 
horme to an empty house, where nobody waited for 
me. There would be nothing but emptiness. I 
knew the awful thing would weigh on me and 
haunt me. I knew I must tell of the crime, and I 
am glad that I have toid. Now I feel like a six- 
year-old bov waking up from a bad cream.” 

Morris vigorously disputed Cunningham’s sud- 
den-rage version. He held that the crime had been 
premeditated, and to back up his argument he 
asserted that Cunningham had visited that iden- 
tical sewer ditch on both the Saturday and Sunday 
preceding the murder, and had even asked a 
workman when they expected to begin filling it 
in. And on the morning after the crime he had 
gone there and stood by as a bulldozer heaped 
eight feet of: dirt over the spot where he had 
concealed the body! 

The jury that tried Cunningham rejected his 
temporary insanity defense, and-ruled thet he de- 
served no mercy. He died in the electric chair 
Nov. 16, 1940.

The Perfume Story 


By SALLY YOUNG 
HE gifting season is 
almost upon us — which 
invariably brings up the 
purchase and use of per- 
fume. Willing buyers ap- 
proach a perfume bar, and 
then stop in confusion and 
bewilderment, wondering 
which variety or kind to 
buy for whom. The bottles 
and packages are beautiful, 
the names are exciting, and 
all of them smell nice, but 
which, you wonder, is the 
one particularly suited to 
the recipient of your gift? 

Ralph Bienfang, who has 
recently written an authori- 
tative book on man’s sense 
of smell,* believes perfumes 
should be chosen according 
to a woman’s age. For a 
teen-age girl, for instance, 
“choose a perfume of rather 
simple character, with per- 
haps a green or leafy note. 
Generally, these perfumes 
are florals, a “bit on the 
spicy side.” 


For the Active Woman 


HE next perfume age 

group belongs to what 
Mr. Bienfang calls “the ac- 
tive woman.” Florals, non- 
florals, domestics, exotics— 
the whole gamut of fra- 
grances is hers to choose 
from, he says. 

The mature woman, like 
the full-blown flower, needs 
a fragrance deeply sweet 
and rich. She should use 
florals, but florals without 


the green note of teen-age 
perfume. 


Seasonal Choices 


OST perfumers are 
agreed that certain 
scents which go well with 
summer prints are ineffec- 
tive with furs. Does this add 
to your confusion in buy- 
ing that gift? Mr. Bienfang 
has a few suggestions on 
the seasonal choice of per- 
fume, too. The teen ager, 
he says, has very little 
choice, since most perfume 
for her age group is of a 
pink or similarly unsophis- 
ticated floral character. 
But for the active woman 
the choice is wide. At the 
height of the winter season 
she will undoubtedly be 
pleased with perfumes of 
gardenia, jasmine, — lotus, 
orange blossom, tuberose 


like. If you're 

further ahead to 
give her perfume 
jonquil, lilac, nar- 
cissus, or violet character. 
For summer (you may 
keep this for future refer- 
ence) she may desire per- 
fume based on rose, apple 
blossom, carnation, sweet 
pea, lavender; ang as the 
leaves begin to turf, choose 
perfumes which connote 
leather, fern, or sandal- 
wood. 

The mature woman, says 
Mr. Bienfang, prefers to 
make only limited changes, 
regardless of season. Rich, 
sweet florals, such as white 
rose, lavender, and carna- 
tion will most likely be her 
choice. 

Quality and Quantity 

N BUYING a _ perfume, 

you should always con- 
sider the maker, advises 
our authority, because 
when a perfumer has built 
up a good name, he will 
leave no stone unturned to 
maintain it.. A perfume 
reputation is an intangible 
and fragile thing. What is 
a good buy in perfume? 
One that lasts and lingers. 

The amount of perfume 
you buy will most likely 
depend on your pocketbook. 
It should be remembered 
that a little of a good per- 
fume is far more welcome 
than a gallon of mediocre 
stuff. This is not to Say,

however, that all good per- 
fumes are necessarily ex- 
pensive. ‘There are many 
reputable brands at mod- 
erate prices, 

Another factor to con- 
sider when you decide on 
the size of that perfume 
bottle is that a smaller 
quantity is always more 
economical in the long run 
than a great deal, because 
all perfumes evaporate a 
little and some lose much 
of their effectiveness from 
long standing on milady’s 
dressing table.

Coffee Makers 


By DORIS DENISON 


HE modern housewife 

whisks out her all-glass 
coffee brewer and serves a 
perfect cup of coffee. That 
simple act is the culmina- 
tion of the long, intriguing 
history of coffee making. 


Through the years since 
its discovery in 1258 by the 
Mohammedan sheik, Omar, 
inventors and culinary ar- 
tists have grappled with the 
problem of what vessels to

use to convert dry berries 
into an increasingly deli- 
cious beverage. Omar and 
his starving tribe merely 
picked the berries they 
found around them in 
Arabia and boiled them in 
a saucepan. 

Then for nearly 500 years 
there were no radical 
changes in coffee making 
methods until the French, 
traditional taste connois- 
seurs, devised the infusion 
process. Cloth bags, not un- 
like our {tea bags, were 
filled with ground coffee 


and boiling water poured 
over them. They were left 
to brew or steep and then 
removed. 

This step forward stim- 
ulated other inventors in 
the quest for coffee perfec- 
tion. In 1806 Count Rum- 
ford, an Englishman, made 
the first percolator. 

Out of France again 
came the next revolution- 
ary development: drip or 


filtration method. In his 
original “drip-o-lator” de 
Belloy packed coffee in per- 
forated metal and dripped 
boiling water through it. 
Finally, about 100 years 
ago, the immediate anhces- 
tor of our glass coffee 
brewers was born—in Scot- 
land. This, the Napier 
vacuum process, formed the 
basis for modern improve- 
ments, the most effective of 
which is the use of glass. 
During the brewing, heat 


is removed. ‘The change in 
temperature creates a 
vacuum which draws the 
water down through dry 
coffee: At first metals were 
used. Then scientists de- 
cided on taste-free glass for 
all parts of the vacuun: 
brewer. Coffee was filtered 
only through coffeé
